St. C l a i b s v i l l e , April 15th.—A storm 
was felt here at 3:45 a . m . It appeared to be 
traveling l'rom the west, and in a funnel­ 
shaped mass of clouds, resembling in ap­ 
pearance a dense black smoke. 
The cone 
was done downward, and could be plainly 
tracked over its course by the destruction it 
left. 
Houses 
were 
demolished, trees 
snapped off like pipe-stems, horses and 
cattle prostrated and carried bodily h u n ­ 
dreds of yards by the gale. 
The sky was 
darkened with clouds of Hying debris. The 
storm and its etlects showed all the dis­ 
tinguishing 


CHARACTERISTICS OF A WESTERS CYCLOSE 
It first struck two new brick houses be­ 
longing to Colonel Paxton 
and Judge 
Cochran, west of town, and a frame house 
belonging to a man named Coleman. All 
three were completely demolished, and 
furniture and portions of the roof and 
walls were scattered along the track of the 
cyclone clear to the end of the town, a 
mile distant. A large mansion on the cor­ 
ner of Marietta and Main streets was 


CUT OFF CLEAS AT THE SECOND FLOOR, 
A nd the walls and roof scattered in frag­ 
m ents. The First National Bank block and 
C. T hrall & Son's dry goods store were al­ 
m ost swept from their sites, only a portion 
of the lower walls being left standing. The 
dwellings and business blocks of J. II. 
Patterson, druggist; George Jepson, grocer, 
and Jam es Patterson, dry goods, had their 
upper walls and roofs swept off, and the 
lower part of the houses were badly dam ­ 
aged by falling bricks and timbers. The 
National Hotel, Mrs. Evans’ large brick 
residence, and probably forty other houses 
were less seriously damaged. No casualties 
to persons are reported, the funnel-shaped 
cloud having been seen approaching in 
tim e for families to take reiuge in their 
cellars. 
Benjam in B arkhurst's line old brick 
mansion, south of town, was completely 
dem olished; likewise the United Presby­ 
terian Church, a large brick edifice. The 
loss in St. Clairsville will reach $200,000. 
The W estern Union wires and poles are all 
down. 


HORSES WERE BLOWN ABOUT LIKE CHAFF, 
And vehicles demolished. 
A scantling 
sailed through the air for a mile and cut as 
clean a hole through two walls of a brick 
house as a cannon ball would. Shingles 
were driven through weatherboarding like 
arrows. Jam es F. Anderson, of Bellaire, 
had just hitched a buggy in tliestreet when 
some one shouted a warning to him . H e 
clutched a telegraph pole, which snapped 
off just above his head. 
H on. L. Danford was sitting in his law 
office, when an entire chim ney crashed 
through the ceiling and floor, leaving him 
unharm ed. 
At 
Barton’s Station, four 
miles north, a new brick bouse was leveled 
to the ground. At I’asoo, live miles west 
of this city, on the National road, the brick 
house of A. H inkle was demolished and 
he was badly hurt. 
Large tracts of wood 
between here and St. Clairsville have not 
a tree uninjured, while most of them are 
flat on the ground. The town of Bridge­ 
port, just across the river, escaped, as did 
W heeling, but a funeral was in the ceme­ 
tery on the hill top at the time and car­ 
riages were blown over and carried against 
trees, and tombstones were snapped off as 
they blew over them . 


m a r t in ' s f e r r y 
On tho opposite side of the river, at the 
north end of the town, suffered even more 
severely than St. Clairville. Here a broad 
valley gave direction to the destroying gale, 
which licked up forest and farm-houses 
and scattered fences in its path down the 
hollow, widening out as it struck the city, 
and 


SCATTERING DESTRUCTION EVERYW HERE. 
The Elston Glass W orks had one brick 
building blown down on the hill. The 
brick residence of J. H . Drennon was so 
badly used np that not one brick was left 
on another. L. W . Bailey’s fine concrete 
residence was also leveled to the ground. 
H enry H elling’s eight houses, barns and 
sheds were all destroyed. In the town 
proper from 75 to 100 houses were more or 
less damaged, and the loss will reach $165,­ 
000. 
W alnut Grove, a fine park, had but a 
few of the 300 lofty trees standing. The 
City Cemetery adjoining was sim ilarly un­ 
fortunate. 
Jam es Reilly's house and sa­ 
loon were blown down, and Mrs. Reilly 
was pulled unconscious from the ruins 
and m ay die. The storm struck the town 
at 4 p. -V., without warning, and it is won­ 
derful that more injury was not done. Be­ 
sides Mrs. Reilly the other casualties re­ 
ported are Jam es Reilly, her husband, 
both legs broken; Mrs. W ilhelm , collar­ 
bone bro k en ; Mark Davis, of M artin's 
Ferry, probably fatally injured. A Ger­ 
m an lady, name unknown, is dangerously 
injured. 
W hen the storm struck the river the 
water shot up into a perpendicular wall 
about twenty feet and then fell back in

The result of the prelim inary exam ina­ 
tion in the case of Lin Ting yesterday 
before Justice Tost is most gratifying to all 
who believe in American manhood, and 
respect the guaranteed rights and protec­ 
tion oi every person, even the most de­ 
fenseless, within oar jurisdiction. 
It is 
gratifying, both from the fact that it is a 
righteous disposition of an unholy case, 
and because 
it is believed to m ark 
the turning point In this class of legal pro­ 
ceedings, in which the paraphernalia of 
American law has been shamelessly used 
to strike 
down 
nersonal 
liberty and 
fasten the chains of the most abject and 
debasing slavery. The sum m ary dismissal 
of the case by Justice Post was an act 
wbicb dees him infinite credit, and will be 
a notice to tbe miserable heathen slave- 
hunters that they will need to go elsewhere 
for legal process to enable them to regain 
p «session 
of 
the 
beings 
they 
would treat as chattels and brutes. It is 
also a pleasure to notice the fact that de­ 
veloped in the examination, that unusual 
cire had been exercised by the District At­ 
torney, Mr. Bruner, not to loud his position 
to aid any chicane for woman stealing, and 
that he had promised the 
matron of 
the Mission 
Home, from which the 
girl was taken 
by the warrant, that 
if it proved she was not guilty of the 
charge made, he would be personally re­ 
sponsible and see that she was returned 
safely to the care of the matron. This is 
also a promising departure from past ex­ 
periences in these disgraceful cases, and is 
therefore worthy of the prominence here 
given.

cases of this kind, and further, that will 
prom ptly prosecute and rigidly punish 
any degraded beatheu who swear to charges 
and attem pt it. 


T h e R u s sia n S o ld ie r . 
He is, under ordinary circumstances, a 
soft-hearted, good-natured fellow, but there 
are savage instincts in his semi-barbarous 
nature which render him capable of al­ 
most any brutality if he is once thoroughly 
excited. The awful atrocities committed 
during *lie late persecutions of the Jews 
are still fresh in our minds, and bear wit­ 
ness to the savagery of the Russian peas­ 
ant, and tbe treatm ent experienced by the 
Turcomans, both after the capture of Kh va 
and the fall of Geok Tepe, show that, at all 
events in Asia, the authorities even encour­ 
age the worst passions of the soldier. Per­ 
haps Skobeleff’s greatest quality as a suc­ 
cessful General was his thorough apprecia­ 
tion of the peculiarities of the men he 
commanded, lie had a wonderful hold on 
their sympathies, ami he enjoyed a popu­ 
larity with the rank and tile such as no 
other Russian General has ever acquired. 
It was Skobcleff who conducted tbe pur­ 
suit and harrying of the wretched Yomud 
Turcomans after Khiva, so vividly de­ 
scribed by his friend and admirer,tbe Amer­ 
ican correspondent Mact iahan ; and it was 
Skobeleff who, after tlie storming of Geok 
Tepe, and the rout of its brave Tekke de­ 
fenders, gave twenty-four hours' complete 
liberty to liis excited soldiers to work their 
wicked will on the persons and properly 
of the defenseless families 
of the dis­ 
persed Turcomans. Skobeleff thoroughly 
understood his men, and re-estah'.ished his 
control as deliberately as he permitted un­ 
bridled license. For exactly twenty-fours 
the captors ot Geok Tepe were uncontrolled; 
within six hours of the termination of that 
period two soldiers were shot for trilling 
crimes. This circumstance, coupled with 
the fact of Skobeleff's great popularity in 
the army, gives a.striking indication of the 
character of the Russian soldier, as judged 
by the man who knew him best.—Black- 
wood's Magazine.

W a s h in g t o n , April 1 5 tb .— The following 
telegram has been received by the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission from San 
Francisco: 
“ All the productive and monetary re­ 
lations of this coast are threatened with 
disorder and much loss, and nothing but 
quick and wise action on your part can 
save our coast from the great losses sure to 
follow the illiberal or narrow interpretation 
of the fourth section of the interstate bill. 
We ask the suspension of tbe long haul 
clause, tem porarily at least, until our posi­ 
tion can be placed before your honorable 
body.” 
This bears the signatures of eight of the 
principal banking institutions of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
“ The rigid enforcement of the fourth 
clause of the interstate commerce bill will 
work irreparable ruiii to our vineyards, 
fruit and salmon interest; will divert the 
shipm ent of teas from China and Japan 
to tbe Suez Canal route, and coffees of Cen­ 
tral America to Europe; blight and de­ 
stroy the industries of this coast, which 
have involved a l:'fe-time of labor and 
saving to build. That which wus intended 
by Congress as a boon to the people, will 
prove an irreparable calamity to the Pacific 
slope, unless early relief is granted. 
We 
earnestly crave a prompt and liberal inter 
pretation of the fourth section of the bill 
protecting us from the impending disas­ 
ter.” 
This was signed by W. T. Coleman A Co. 
and others. Resolutions to the same gen­ 
eral effect from the wool-growers on the 
coast were also read. 
The Commissioner also received by mail 
the petition of the American Sugar Refin­ 
ing Company, of San Francisco. It sets 
forth that the immediate effect of the fourth 
section, unless modified, will entirely de­ 
stroy the business of distributing the pro­ 
ducts of their manufactory in the States of 
the Mississippi valley. The company has 
over $1,000,000 invested in machinery and 
material devoted to the manufacture of re­ 
fined sugar, and has large contracts for 
future business, involving many million 
dollars, based on the facilities and oppor­ 
tunities offered by the overland roads. The 
enforcement of the law will destroy its 
trade and capital. The railroads are will­ 
ing to continue the old rates, and the peti­ 
tioners ask that they be permitted to do so. 
The New York and Pennsylvania refin­ 
ers oppose the above application, because it 
interferes with the profits of their refineries.

The famous woodcut of St. Christopher 
was certainly anticipated a full hundred 
years by authentic examples of Japanese 
xylography, fac simile reproductions of 
which are given by Mr. Anderson at pages 
115 et seq. It is not, however, till the com­ 
mencement of the seventeenth century 
that any lay application of engraving can 
be traced. 
In fact, so far as we know at 
present, the oldest illustrated book is an 
edition of the famous classic, the *' Ise Mo- 
nogatari," published in 1608,but this and the 
volumes which followed it were coarse, 
and scarcely equal to the contemporary 
woodcuts of the Chinese. 
It was not until 
Moronobu appeared on the scene that the 
real talents of the Japanese engraver were 
exhibited. 
Chromo-xylography, effected 
by a series of blocks printed in succession, 
was comparatively late, and, like the sim ­ 
pler art, it was derived from China. 
As 
in the latter case, it quickly attained a per­ 
fection which the inventors have never a¡ - 
proached. The first essays in color print 
ing appear to have been introduced about 
1605. The designers and engravers both 
gained rapidly in experience and profi­ 
ciency, and although the best examples of 
work ciaimed no higher motives than the­ 
atrical portraits and fancy representations 
of ladies of 
suspicious popularity and 
gorgeous raim ent, they offer something 
that lias never been equaled in the same 
brunch of art in Western countries. Our 
present knowledge of Japanese wood en­ 
gravings supplies a new and very- im port­ 
ant chapter in the history of the art, and 
one from which the am ateur may derive 
keen pleasure and the practical engraver a 
little measure of profit.— The Quarterly Re­ 
view.

N e w Y o r k , April 15th.— The dispatch 
from San Francisco this morning stating 
that under the piovisions of the interstate 
commerce law it would be impossible for 
California raisins to compete with those 
from Spain, has been the subject of much 
discussion in the trade. To-dav a prom i­ 
nent dealer in California raisins said to 
your correspondent: “ This thing is a 
shame. 
Here we have just succeeded in 
placing California raisins successfully in 
the Eastern market. We have even proved 
to buyers that we lay raisins down here 
cheaper than the foreign fruit. We have 
proved the superiority in sizes and flavor 
of California raisins, and now, on the 
very verge of w hat would undoubtedly 
b e ' a 
successful 
season, 
we 
get 
a 
facer ’ in the shape of the interstate 
commerce law. It this law holds it will 
simplv throw the raisin business back into 
the hands of Spanish producers. 
We can­ 
not begin to compete with them with our 
freight rates, at 70 cents per box against 
their 10-centrate from Spain to New York. 
We had fairly succeeded in crowding the 
Malaga raisin out of tlieNcw York market. 
Foreign brokers are having a great laugh 
at our expense, and have set about to se­ 
cure all the trade we have built up.” 
“ I can’t believe the law will stand iu its 
present form,” said another California mer­ 
chant. “ W hy it practically shuts off Cali­ 
fornia's most im portant products from the 
Eastern markets—wines, salmon, prunes, 
walnuts, raisins, grapes and oranges. 
For 
the last-named fruit fast shipm ent by’ rail 
is imperative. If the law, as it stands at 
present, lasts throughout the summer, we 
might as well shut up shop.” 


A 
ST R O N G A R G U M E N T . 


W a t e r G as in G e r m a n y .— D r. Fischer, 
tbe well-known German chemist, lias re­ 
cently been making a series of tests to show 
that the ordinary domestic stoves seldom 
utilize more than 20 per cent, of the heat 
evolved by a given quantity of solid fuel 
used, whereas over SO per cent, of the heat 
evolved by gaseous fuel can be utilized for 
warming purposes. 
At the Eisdorf sugar 
refineries no steam engines have been used 
for some years past. 
Water-gas is m anu­ 
factured at a cost of some 20 cents per 1,000 
feet, and is used for driving gas-engims at 
the Schultze Iron W orks at Essen. Water- 
gas is made at an average cost of 12 c>-n s 
1,000 feet, and serves for fuel and lighting. 
As the gas itself is non-illuminating, an 
ingenious method has been devised of in­ 
troducing small ¡mints of magnesia into the 
ring of tbe Bunsen burners in such a way 
that these points become incandescent, and 
furnish an excellent and very steady light. 
Tbe use of these magnesia pencils is in­ 
creasing considerably in Germany, and in­ 
candescent gas lamps made on this princi­ 
ple have become a regular article of trade.

A n e s t h e t ic 
B u l l e t .—A German 
chemist has invented a new kind of anes­ 
thetic bullet, which he urges will, if broaght 
into general use, greatly dim inish the 
horrors of war. The bullet is of a brittle 
substance, breaking directly when it comes 
in contact with the object at which it is 
aimed. It contains a powerful anesthetic, 
producing instantaneously complete insen­ 
sibility, lasting for twelve hours, which, 
except that the action of the heart con­ 
tinues, is not to be distinguished from 
death. 
A battle-field where these bullets 
are used will in a short time be covered 
with apparently dead bodies, but in reality 
merely with the prostrate forms of soldiers 
reduced, for the tim e being, to a state of 
unconsciousness. 
W hile in this condition 
they may, the German chemist points ont, 
be ¡lacked in ambulance wagons and car­ 
ried off as prisoners.

N e w Y o r k . April 15th.—The biggest 
auction sale of foreign hosiery and gloves 
that has ever taken place in this country 
comes off Tuesday next, the offering con­ 
sisting of 100,000 dozen of the former and 
50,000 dozen ot the latter, principally the 
product of German, English and French 
factories. 
Senator Sherman, in his letter to the 
Young Republicans of Philadelphia the 
other day, suggested that it w’ould be good 
policy to manufacture in our country every­ 
thing we need, where the thing could be 
done to advantage. If that policy was ad­ 
hered to, this avalanche of foreign fabrics, 
which are to be sold for whatever they will 
fetch, would not thus be coming in com­ 
petition with American workmen in the 
knit-goods and hosiery factories of Cohoes 
and Amsterdam, in this Stale, where there 
latelv have been serious labor troubles.

It is almost the universal testimony that 
the retail trade is unusually large. No em­ 
barrassment appears in collections, except 
where real estate or m ining speculation 
locks up available means, or in some locali­ 
ties where bad roads still block business, 
but in most cases improvement is reportc-d. 
This rem arkable activity is clearly con­ 
nected with an exceedingly plentiful sup­ 
ply of money, which is more abundant 
where some need was previously reported, 
while at m any p*oints—as at Memphis— 
money “ was never so abundant before.” 
Speculation in real estate is ram pant in 
Colorado, and spreading to cities and towns 
thorougliout the State, has caused much 
locking up of means. 
In Minnesota and 
other Western States land speculation has 
“ advanced prices wonderfully.” 
Business 
casualties are on the decline in every sec­ 
tion of the country.

United States steamer Yantic has arrived 
here from l’ort-aii-I’rince, Hayti. 
It is re­ 
ported on good authority that while at 
Port-au-Prince Commander Green posi­ 
tively and officially forbade the English 
men-of-war in that harbor to execute the 
threat of seizing the Tortugas Islands. 
The report has crea.ted considerable excite­ 
m ent here among the American and Span­ 
ish population. The American Consul at 
H ayti has kept the State Department at 
Washington fully informed as to what was 
going on about him . It is understood the 
Government will undertake to enforce the 
Monroe doctrine should any of the Eu­ 
ropean powers undertake to disrupt any of 
the neighboring republics.

Trevelyan's letter attacking the coercion 
bill is the talk o! the hour. 
Considering 
his anlecedants in the Government ul Ire­ 
land, his action with regard to Gladstone's 
bill, and the terms in which the document 
is couched, it is the most damaging con­ 
demnation of the Tory policy that ha3 yet 
appeared. 
H e brings out, in an emphatic 
way, the fact that this bill is frankly aimed 
at the suppression of political opinion, 
whereas all previous coercion tiilis pre­ 
tended to be aim ed only at the suppres­ 
sion of crime. H e explains the attempts 
made by leading Orangemen who are now 
members of the Irish Government, to 
suppress tlie meetings of Nationalists in 
Ulster by means of armed mobs of Orange­ 
men, and declares in a sentence, the con­ 
cluding words of which will become his­ 
toric: “ These m en,Colonel King Harmon, 
the new Parliam entary Under Secretary, 
and tlie Attorney-General for Ireland, are 
not the proper men to be counsellors of 
tlie Lord Lieutenant, and to have them ­ 
selves that extent of power over the lib­ 
erties of their countrymen which far ex­ 
ceeds anything that can be imagined or be­ 
lieved by those who have not been behind 
the scenes of the Irish adm inistration.” 
It is m y belief that the effect of this 
letter upon* English opinion will be second 
only to that produced by the conversion of 
Lord Spencer. 
Satisfactory as this is, it is at this time 
difficult to repress certain cynical feeling at 
the hypocrisy of some of those political in­ 
cursions of our former rulers. The point 
of Trevelvans hostility to the present co­ 
ercion bill, according to lits own statement, 
is that it is leveled at politicians, press 
writers and press-workers, and not at crim­ 
inals. It is nearly two years since Tre­ 
velyan, at Harwick, declared that the arti­ 
cles in Failed Ireland were as much a por­ 
tion of the apparatus of m urder as the 
sword-cane and dagger. 
It was also during 
his adm inistration of the previous Coercion 
Act that Failed Ireland was seized and its 
editor prosecuted for the article condemning 
a series of “ judicial m urders" that had 
been committed in Green street.

T h e T u r k ish L en t. 
Like the Catholics and the Greeks, the 
Turks have their Lent, which lasts forty 
days, and which they observe in all its 
rigor during that celebrated month known 
under tlie name ot Ramazan. 
The Turkish Lent is much more severe 
than that observed in Europe, and the God 
of Stamboul is not so lenient as that of 
Rome. H e permits the eating of neither 
eggs nor fish. 
He does not, in fact, permit 
the eating of anything; for Mussulmans 
are forbidden to eat and drink anything 
whatever from the rising until the setting 
of the sun, and that for twenty-eight con­ 
secutive days, 
it is forbidden even to 
smoke, to take snuff, to eat lozenges, to use 
perfumery, until a report of a cannon, 
which is fired iu the principal quarters at 
twilight, raises this tyrannical interdiction 
to re-establish it at tbe first gleams of 
dawn. Tlie nights of Ramazan are spent 
in feasting and smoking (called ¡fiar), 
which atone somewhat for the austerities 
oi the day. 
As the Turks reckon time according to 
tlie lunar year, the m onths do not follow 
exactly the order of the seasons ; and when 
Lent comes in winter, it is extremely toler­ 
able, for the days consecrated to abstinence 
are short, aud tlie nights devoted to feasting 
are long. But if Ramazan comes in m id­ 
summer, it is not at all convenient, and 
hunger as well as thirst makes protests 
that M ussulmanic piety does not always 
succeed in silencing. 
Fortunately the Turk is a sleeper, and 
while he is asleep the Koran does not for­ 
bid him to dream that he is feasting. But 
the most pressing want of the Osmanli 
when lie breaks his fast, is not to eat, but 
to smoke his chibouk. 
A domestic, atten* 
tive to the blessed signal, stands behind 
him with his pipe tilled and lit, and hardly 
has the cannon flashed when the master, 
without awaiting thejreport, takes his first 
w hitl.— Cosmopolitan.

'T here is a counterfeit ten-cent piece 
with a history,” said a Jackson street man

E a r th q u a k e ^ I i o c k R - L i g h i - H o u s p s . 
It is rare that one finds any lively read­ 
ing in a Government report, but one that 
has been issued from the Treasury building 
lately proves in a slight degree an excep­ 
tion to the rule. This is tlie annual repnit 
of the L'ght-bouse Board for the last year, 
and appendix three of the volume includes 
a collection of the personal experiences 
and observations of the light-house keep­ 
ers all along the Centra! Atlantic coast at 
the tim e of tiie earthquake shock which so 
nearly ruined Charleston. The most am us­ 
ing of these comes from the keeper of Ab- 
secon light, a brick tower 159 feet high, on 
the shore at Atlantic City, N. J. The prin­ 
cipal keeper was on the gallery outside of 
the watch-room of the tower at the time of 
the shock. The flame of the lamp fell two 
inches uud went up again within a few sec­ 
onds. 
After noting these and other vibra­ 
tions he went down stairs; and telephoned 
to an assistant to know if he had felt any­ 
thing of the sort. The assistant had not, 
and went so far as to urge the principal 
keeper not to make any note of his obser­ 
vation, as his sanity would be doubted if 
tlie observations were discovered by anv of 
his superiors. The principal keeper* refused 
to yield, aud when the newspapers came 
next day he was gratified to find he had 
been in his right mind. A South Carolina 
light-liouse keeper describes one shock as 
sounding like a shot from a rifled cannon, 
and it passed with the sume sort of noise 
that a cannon ball would have in passing 
through tlie air. 
H e says it was calm, 
without wind until a little before the shake, 
then came up a light breeze which was fol­ 
lowed by this strange rum bling noise like 
that of a prairie tire, and everything was 
set ajar. Tlie keeper at H unting Island 
Light-station, at the entrance to s¡. Helena 
Sound, says the tower shook so violently 
that two assistant keepers could not stand 
up w ithout holding on to tlie railing. 
The 
keeper in tiie tower, 134 feet high, at Tytiee 
Island, in the Savannah river, -ays* the 
shock moved the lens, which weigh about 
a ton. several inches to the northeast.— 
Cincinnati Commercial Gazette.

find th a t th e people here are about as sin­ 
cere as th eir neighbors.” 
She adds; “ Never shall I forget th e crest­ 
fallen countenanceof a M exican gentlem an 
who had ju s t purchased a very handsom e 
set o f London harness, w hen, hearing it 
adm ired fey a Frenchm an, he carelessly 
gave th e custom ary answ er, ‘ It is quite at 
your disposal,’ an d tras answ ered by a pro­ 
fusion o f bows and ready acceptance of the 
offer. T h e only difficulty w ith the F rench­ 
m an appeared te be w hether or no t he 
couki carry it hom e under his cloak, which 
he finally did.” 
I w as present one day w hen a M exican 
physician m ade his usual m orning call 
upon a lady w ho had been som e tim e ill 
w ith a low fever. 
T he doctor—a little, 
leather-colored old m an, dressed in a natty 
suit of pale lavender—seem ed ts be a harm’ 
less creature, for though he looked at her 
tongue and felt of her pulse, and stared at 
th e head of his cane like a solem n ow l, af­ 
ter the m an n er of m edical m en the world 
over, bis chief m ission in life apfreared to 
fee giving lessons in ihe art of polite con­ 
versation. 
T he señora was greatly su r­ 
prised because I expressed am usem ent at 
his words and m anner, and gravely in ­ 
form ed m e th a t he never failed to say ex­ 
actly the sam e things every tim e he cam e— 
adding, “ H e is such a gentlem an 
The dialogue w hich transpired, when he 
arose to leave, I give you verbatim : 
“ M adam e (this by the bedside), I am at 
y au r service.” 
“ Mil grados, Señor Doctor.” 
“ M adam e (this at th e foot of the bed) 
know m e for your m ost hum ble servant. 
“ Good m orning. 
Senor Doctor, amigo 
mio.” 
“ M adam e (here he stopped beside a ta 
ble), I kiss your feet.” 
“ Senor Doctor, I kiss your hand.” 
“ M adam e (this near the door), m y poor 
house and all in it—myself, though useless 
—and all I have is yours.” 
“ Mil grados, Senor Doctor.” 
H e tu rn s around and opens the dnor, 
again tu rn in g as he does so, saying, “ Adius, 
madame. 
Y our m ost humfele servant.” 
"Adios, D o cto r; amigo mio." 
H e goes out, partly closes the door, but 
reopens it to p u t in his head and tire 
parting s h o t; 
“ Adios, m ad am e; at your 
service.” 
Such long-draw n-out civility, as if the 
parting betw een the physician and patient 
were “ sw eet sorrow 
indeed, seems rather 
m isplaced. 
In M exico it is considered m ore polite to 
says Señorita (Miss) instead of Sonora 
(M rs.), even to m arried lad ie s; and the 
m atron of th e house, though bent w ith the 
w eight of three score years and ten, is a l­ 
ways spoken of as “ La' N ina 
(” the little 
girl.” ) 
T his last custom is still m ore com ­ 
m on in Cuba, w here the old negresses who 
spend all th eir lives in th e fam ily are ac­ 
custom ed to call th eir young m isstresses 
Ainas, and never change the nam e at anv 
age. 
In M exico, how ever the dim inutive 
signifies rath er a term of endearm ent than 
any reference to age or size. 
Indeed, th e term s of affection in com m on 
use here are as exaggerated as m ost o f 
th eir expressions. 
Lovers address each 
other as “ M i vida’’ (“ My life” ) “ AH alma” 
(“ My soul") ; m others call their children, 
and other pets, by the sam e nam es, and 
children talk to th eir dogs and dolls in 
sim ilar phrase. 
T he dim inutives ito and 
cito are frequently added to nouns, sim ply 
in token o f affection. 
F or exam ple, if 
your nam e be Josefa, your intim ate's will 
address you as Josefta; precisely as the 
padre is universally called 
“ padredto” 
(“ dear little priest” ) as a m ark of extraor­ 
dinary rrepect and affection, though prob­ 
ably he is bald w ith age and so fat th at his 
benedicto is b u t an asthm atic gargle.

T he extrem e politeness of these gentle 
Mexicanoes is som etim es but a short rem ove 
from the absurd, and though th eir m an ­ 
ners are kindness personified, it som etim es 
strikes us th at Spanish compiimep.ts are as 
tire om e as ridiculous. 
F or exam ple, in 
m aking a c a li: 
W hen ladies appear at the 
door o f the sala de recibo (reception room ) 
— having fecen adm itted th u s far by the 
porter, who sits at th e gate of th e casa— 
th e host-ess runs to receive them as fast as 
h er high heels will allow . 
M exican ladies, 
w hen they sit. have an air -of great dignity 
an d perfect repose of features. 
T hey are 
seen to best advantage in tkeir carriages, 
on th eir sofas at hom e, or in th eir boxes at 
th e theater. 
B ut on foot they sim ply wob­ 
ble, and w hen in haste tb eir ungracefulness 
o f gait is, of course, intensified. T his is no 
doubt largely due to the tact th at they wear 
heels absurdly high, placed alm ost in the 
center of the foot, and alw ays insist upon 
w earing a shoe at least an inch too short 
for the foot. 
She embraces each of her visitors in turn, 
after a curious fashion th at took us long 
to learn—not by an A m erican’s kiss or a 
F renchm an's hearty hug, but each of the 
emlrrasees (if one m ay be allow ed to coin a 
w ord for th e occasion) puts her rig h t hand 
npon the other's shoulder, her left hand 
near the o th er’s heart, and, leaning for­ 
w ard on her toes, ju st lays her cheek for an 
instant alongside the other's neck. It looks 
cordial, to say the least of it, but beginners 
are sure to m ake bad work at first, bob­ 
bing their heads to the w rong side, and 
bum ping one another’s noses. 
After this cerem ony has been strictly at­ 
tended to all around—for neglecting to em ­ 
brace one of the callers would be equivalent 
to giving her the worst kind of a “ cu t di­ 
rect ”—the m istress of the m anse leads the 
way across the sala to the square of carpet 
a t the further end, which is alw ays bounded 
on three tides by the sofa against th e wall, 
and two rows of chairs placed vis-a-vis. 
B ut before sitting dow n another cerem ony 
m ust be gone through w ith de rigucur. 
Says the hostess, “ P ray be seated, la­ 
dies.” 
“ Seat yourself, sonora,” is the response. 
“ No, no, passe F,” she re p lies; and so 
they keep it up indefinitely u n til it begins 
to look as though they never w ould sit 
dow n. 
F inally the deadlock is broken bv 
the oldest and m ost consequential m em ber 
of the party, who, with an air of oignified 
hum ility, rem ark s: “ Yaga ! well, to oblige 
you, w ithout further cerem ony; I dislike 
com plim ents.” 
T he lady who is considered of m ost 
consequence, either by reason of age or 
social position, is invariably seated on the 
right hand corner of the sofa—a point in 
etiquette of great im portance—and the 
m istress of the casa on the farthest chair. 
T hen the following dialogue takes place, 
w ith never the slightest variation : 
“ H ow is your health, señorita? A re 
you w ell?” 
“ At your service, señorita: apd vour- 
se lf? ” 
' 
“ Sin novedad (w ithout novelty); at vour 
service.” 
“ I am rejoiced. 
A nd how are vou. señ­ 
orita?” 
"A t your disposal. 
And yourself ?” 
“ Mil gradas (thousand thanks); at your 
service.” 
' 
A fter the entire round has been m ade 
of these polite inquiries and replies, they 
begin over again : 
“ A nd the senor, your 
husband, how is b e ?” 
“ Mil gradas, at you 
disposal, w ithout 
novelty,” etc., through the gam ut of all 
their relatives, from th e grandm others 
dow n to the babies. 
T his takes som e tim e, 
and if early in the m orning, there is the 
additional question, w hich m ust be pu t to 
everv one w hom you m eet before m id ­ 
day," Como paste V. la noche'!" ( ’H ow did you 
pass the u ig h t? ” ); to be invariably an­ 
swered, w hether well or ill, by th e oft- 
repeated, 
“ A thousand thanks; at vour 
service; and yourself ?” 
All these em pty com plim ents are nierely 
tokens of good will, w ithout serious m ean­ 
ing, and, in fact, there is little real etiquette 
here, but the m ost perfect laissez alter in the 
world. 
As everyw here else, even in M ex­ 
ico, w here the tem perature scarcely varies 
ten degrees in course of a year, the w eather 
affords a legitim ate topic of conversation. 
T he slightest change in the degree of heat 
or cold opens the battery, and the occa 
sional surprise o f dull skies or signs of 
rain is a perfect bonanza in th at direction. 
The visit over, the ladies re-em brace ail 
around, the lady of th e house follows her 
guests to the outer door, and again a thou­ 
sand com plim ents are given and returned. 
Each refuses to “passe V." ahead of the 
others, and after several 
m inutes the 
friendly strife is at last ended as before, hv 
the oldest lady, w ho savs, “ Vai/a, to oblige 
you.” 
Once outside they turn again, and each 
rem arks to the hostess, “ Señora,you know 
th at m y poor house and all in it are at 
your disposal.” 
“ Mil gracias, Señora," she replies, “ and 
m ine is at yours : and though useless, know 
m e for your servant and com m and m e in 
an ything you m ay desire." 
"Adiós, señora ; I hope you m ay pass a 
good night,” th e first responds, etc., etc., 
a ft infinitum. 
A nd then all trail oft' to an ­ 
other house, and repeat precisely the sam e 
perform ance. 
A t first we found all this 
vastly am using ; but I m ust confess th at in 
the course of m onths, repeated on an aver­ 
age of tw enty tim es a day, it has grown 
som ew hat m onotonous. 
As in the Orient, the gentlem en also em ­ 
brace when they m eet, and often actually 
hug each other. 
A not unpleasant sight it 
is to see two lusty fellows giving one an ­ 
other a hearty h u g -th o u g h vou know that 
w ithin the hour thev m av be carving each 
other w ith their stilettos." 
In Mexico all ladies address one another, 
and are usually addressed by gentlem en, by 
their given nam es. 
It is’ at first rather 
startling to a stranger to be so fam iliarly 
spoken to by those whom one has seen but 
once or tw ice—but things m ust be taken as 
they are m eant, and no undue fam iliarity 
being intended, none should be imagined. 
Tc take offense w ould be to im itate the 
Italian m entioned by Lady Blessington, 
w ho, thought he had m ade a conquest o f a 
h b t 
Englishw om an, though 
som ew hat 
shocked by her forwardness, because in an 
indifferent note to him she bad signed her­ 
self “ Yours truly.” 
As there is 110 " w ” in their vocabulary, 
th e Mexicans find m y last nam e inm ossible 
to. pronounce; 
and after a few struggles 
w ith “double v”—m aking it som ething 
like “ I 1 ahrrdah”—I have been quite w ill­ 
ing to concede th e point and answ er to 
Francesca, Panchita, or w hatever else thev 
cboose to call me. 
Foreigners here are apt to com plain b it­ 
terly ot what they consider M exican insin­ 
cerity 
but the fault is chiefivon the part 
o f the foreigners them selves' for attaching 
too m uch ^ im portance to the com m on 
phrase. 
Ista a su disposición de l T" (“ It is 
111 your disposal ” ). T he words are as gen­ 
erally used here as “ I am happy to see 
you, 
“ I shall be happy to com e,” etc., at 
hom e w hen, likely as not, quite the re­ 
verse is true. 
H ere everything is placed 
at your disposal ’—house, horses, car­ 
riages, servants, even th e m aster and m is­ 
tress 
them selves—figuratively 
speaking 
only. 
It you adm ire your hostess’ gown, 
“ It is perfectly at your service,” she in ­ 
stantly replies ; a picture, a child's trinket, 
a gentlem an's diam ond, ditto. 
bred Ober relates bow. w hen he cam e 
i T !irst’ an exceedingly bashful young 
bachelor, these profuse offers em barrassed 
him considerably. Riding beside his guide, 
soon after landing, he happened to express 
adm iration for th e horse th e latter rode, 
and inquired if it was his own. “ Si, senor," 
replied the m an, “ and yours also.” 
H e ventured but one m ore question that 
day hours later, in the house of th e mt<- 
chaeha, who prepared their supper, when 
h e thoughtlessly usked the guide if she was 
his sw eetheart. “ Yes. m y friend ” (amiao

T he inhabitants have alw ays been in the 
habit of prom ptly “ going foi” any stranger 
who was rash enough tq land on their 
shores. 
A t the beginning of last year these 
gentlem en had reason to th in k that the 
savages were show ing a less hostile feeling. 
C onsequently they visited the island, and 
the nativas cam e to the beach w ithout their 
bows and arrows. 
T he Colonel landed, and after an ex­ 
change of presents, he proceeded to instruct 
the Jaraw as in the sublim e m ysteries of Sir 
Roger de Coverley and the H ighland FIídr.

K obe (Japan), F ebruary 20, 1887. 
I am now w riting in Kobe, w here I a r­ 
rived after a very tem pestuous voyage of 
three days and a half, w hen th e usual tim e 
is th irty hours. 
I shall not w rite of Kobe 
to-day, b u t will tell o f som e pleasant fes­ 
tivals I have just taken p a rttti in northern 
Japan. 
U tsunom iya is a sm all city, of about 18,­ 
000 inhabitants, a t th e end of the railroad 
from Y okio. 
It played q u ite a part in the 
w ar in 18C8, at th e tim e o f the restoration ; 
and th e old c**tie of th e D aim io has been 
destroyed, hu t th e place rem ains quite a 
business center for sh ip m en t of rice and 
th e copper from the m ines of A shiw o. 
My room a t th e Shirokiya H otel was 
well placed for a view of th e m ain street 
and the square opposite the depot. 
The 
sides hail large panes of class inserted iti 
the w hole length, and each m orning and 
evening a very interested crowd ot country 
people, who bad come dow n to w onder at 
the steam cars, found quite a pastim e in 
w atching m e dress or undress. T here were 
no curtains, and no possibility of obtaining 
any, but I grew quite used to this public 
life, and felt q u ite proud of the adm iring 
com m ents w uicb m y hom e-knitted red 
underw ear alw ays called forth. 
Jap an 
gave m e so m uch in th e way of interest 
th at I did not grudge th e little I was able 
to do to entertain the people in return. On 
the evening of M arch 5th m y w orthy host 
cam e to m e and inform ed m e that it was 


t h e in a r i fe stiv a l, 
A nd if I w ould like to go w ith him he 
w ould be honored, etc., to show m e the 
sights. 
I had already become aw are of the 
excitem ent in town, am ong th e children 
especially, w ho were buying drum s and 
artificial flowers at the booths in the m ain 
street. 
In ari is the nam e given to the god 
of rice, and there are at least five personi­ 
fications o f food goods bearing the nam e. 
T he thousands of little tem ples seen every­ 
w here in Japan, and called by foreigners 
“ fox tem ples,” are built to ln arisam a, who 
m anifests him self often in the form of a 
fox, playing fantastic tricks upon h u m an ­ 
ity. 
A ll day long people h ad been p utting 
up before th eir houses or the fox tem ples 
in their grounds long banners of blue, yel­ 
low, red an d w hite, bearing inscriptions; 
there was also as m uch floral decoration as 
the season w ould allow. 
T he sun had 
scarcely set w hen I heard the rattle of a 
drum , then a second, and yet m ore, till one 
prolonged, deafening rattle, as if th at w hich 
rolls around th e w orld each day were 
m erged into one long beat. T he road to 
each shrine is m arked by rows of lanterns 
bearing comic pictures representing the 
effect upon m en produced by som e of M as­ 
ter F ox’s witcheries. 
One show ed a m an 
in th e act o f shaving another, and m aking 
use of a m allet to drive the razor through 
th e stubby h a ir ; som e bore pictures of 
m en evidently fallen down under the in ­ 
fluence of sake, but a fox peeping from be­ 
h ind a tree told w here th e w hole blam e is 
to be laid w hen anxious wife and sym pa­ 
thetic neighbors find h im . 
All of these 
transparencies are am using, but quite u n ­ 
necessary to tell Vlie way to tbe shrines to 
any but deaf people, for upon a high stage 
hidden from view by draperies of red, blue, 
yellow and w hite are a dozen or m ore 
boys. 
A dozen boys in such a place, 
even 
if 
it 
were at a funeral, w ould 
m ake noise enough, bu t on this occa­ 
sion 
arm ed 
w ith 
drum s, 
bells, 
tifes 
and other ear torturers, they can lie heard 
for h alf a m ile. 
T be large business houses 
w hich have one of these little tem ples in 
their inclosures give a public reception of 
w hich the w hole tow n avails itself to see 
the usually novel decorations. 
N eatly de­ 
signed and expensive tableaux of clay 
figures are given, tne hands and faces of 
w hich are rem arkably well executed. One 
was a beautiful 
representation of the 
fam ous story of “ T he Old M an w ho m ade 
W ithered F ru it Trees B loom ,” and being 
life-size, I at first took it for a real m an in 
a real tree. 
A second tableau, in the rear 
of a large beer establishm ent, was of F u ji­ 
yam a, w hich towered quite naturally w ith 
snow-covered peak, w hile in 
the fore­ 
ground was a w om an, a boy and a m an, 
the latter w orking in his rice field, and the 
w om an telling the boy the 
STORY OF THE SACRED MOUNTAIN, 
W hich briefly is as fo llo w s: 
A 
very 
charm ing w om an w ho cam e from the 
m oon was loved by th e M ikado, but w hen 
he was about to take her as one of his fam ­ 
ily, she was carried aw ay to the moon 
again in a chariot. 
She left as a gift to the 
M ikado an elixir of life, but, like a true 
lover, he refused to accept eternal life 
w ithout his m oon girl, and b urnt the elixir 
upon the sum m it o f this niouutain, and 
nam ed it the Im m ortal M ountain—Fugi 
no Y am a. 
A nother is a story w here the wicked fox 
plays a prom inent part. 
A peasant, seeing 
one of these sly creatures, follows it from 
the track into a dense wood, w hen it sud­ 
denly disappears and tw o lovely women 
are seen playing a gam e of chekers. 
Q uite 
forgetful of the tim e, the peasant watches 
the gam e to the end, when he tu rn s to go 
aw ay, but, m uch to his wonder, finds him ­ 
self an old, w hite-haired m an. 
A hundred 
years at least have passed, and he can find 
none of his friends w hen he reaches his 
native village, and so goes aw ay and is 
never seen again. 
I once forgot m y dinner 
for h a lf an hour w atching certain young 
ladies play law n-tennis, but I never have 
seen a gam e of any kind th at could keep 
m e for h alf a hundred years. 
L anterns were hanging from all points 
and often strung in pretty designs, while 
larger and brighter above all show n the 
m oon—not full, but yet large enough to 
reveal a part of the m an ’s face looking 
dow n full ot appreciative jo llity upon the 
festival. 
It is essentially a children’s cele­ 
bration, and they turn out in full force on 
these occasions, chatting aivay like little 
parrots. 
T here seems to ke no quarreling, 
and only such jostling as is unavoidable i?i 
a crowd m oved by curiosity. 
T his general 
politeness and deference to each other, in 
public as well as private, is c h a ra c te ris e 
of these people. 
T be com m on beggars 
bow to each other, and even jin rik sb a m en 
otler greetings in m ost courteous m anner. 
A Japanese dress is an assurance of polite 
treatm ent; you m ay be robbed by these 
people in shop and restaurant, but the 
crim e is done in the gentlest w ay possible. 
D uring m y walk, however, I was treated 
with im pertinence and unkindness—not by 
cartinen or the low boors from the coun­ 
try, b ut by boys from tbe school here, 
w here they affect a E uropean costum e ami 
hoodlum ish m anners. T be annoyance was 
sm all, and from a petty source, but it 
served to show 


WHERE NEW JAPAN IS DRIFTING, 
W hen a foreigner learns to look for inciv­ 
ility from the children of the npper classes 
who arc to be tbe m en of tb e future. 
T he 
Jnarisania festival lasts for tw o days, and 
all the little shrines receive som e attention 
in the way of green branches and gay- 
colored stream ers. 
T here is a sort of as­ 
surance com pany connected w ith a tem ple 
of this k in d w hich I kn6w of in Kobe. 
Any worshiper, by paying a certain sm ali 
sum at regular intervals, is given a funeral 
(w hen such an event is finally necessary), 
good or extra tine, according to th e am ount 
of his paym ent. 
Often th e funeral does 
not take place for a year after the decease 
of the “ policy holder,” but he is sure to 
have one w orth seeing when it docs occur. 
The interest in this festival is dving out. 
they say : everything th at is w orth living 
set m s to be now dying out in this country, 
and a m iserable, m ongrel m ixture of m an ­ 
ners, dress and all the faults o f our civil­ 
ization. w ithout the few virtues, are taking 
the places 
On our way hom e we passed several w an­ 
dering a m in a —tbe blind sham pooers—one 
of whom was being followed by som e of 
these schoolboys, m ocking his jieculiar 
w histle and having th eir sport w ith his 
helplessness in a way th at would shock 
even a child of barbarian A m erica. These 
am m a are alm ost all blind, and m ake a 
living by sham pooing. 
They m ake them ­ 
selves know n by the use o f' a reed pipe, 
from w hich they draw tbe m ost plaintive 
n o te s; they are not generally poo-, but 
gain a good incom e from m oney lending, 
and like ail usurers, are hated thoroughly. 
One m orning, in the train, I hurried away 
through plantations of tea, w here the leaves 
in each hedge row glittered in the early 
s u n ; through tufted rice fields of a living 
green, and groves o f bam boo, yellow as 
gold, u n til I reached the great capital again, 
to witness another festival ot exquisite 
loveliness, a festival w hich w hen neglected 
w ill m ark th e decay o f all th at is true and 
pure and sweet. 
T he plum trees are now in full bloom 
an d the a ir Is sw eet w ith th eir perfum e.They 


are trees w hich bloom for flow erg only'and 
have no fruit. 
They are cultivated for the 
god in m an, not for the an im al in him , 
and the charm they ¿ x zn is felt by all. 
N ear the M uko-jinia is. th e largest garden 
of these flowering trees; there are 500 
gnarled and stu r j y tru n k s, w hich bear 
aloft a cloud of '¿iry leaves, w hite and soft 
as snow-flakes. s l,d falling slow ly through 
the bars of sr.n lig h t, w hich find th eir way 
am ong the ’.tranches, they suggest autum n 
in the verjj beginning of springtim e—it is 
th e fall s i th e leaves of innocence, as sad 
an a u ti'jn n as th at w hich precedes w intei. 
Bits of. paper are seen fluttering from the 
branches, and on them are w ritten poems 
supposed to have been evoked by the beau- 
ti’.-s of the scene : but, alas, in these de­ 
generate days, the poet w rites his lines at 
hom e and comes and hangs them where 
his true love will find them w hen she 
comes to w alk and enjoy the first spring 
prom ises. 
One I saw was w ritten in E ng­ 
lish, and by a hand not unknow n 
IN THE AUTOGRAPH ALBUMS OF SACRAMENTO ; 
B ut I shall say no m ore, except th at the 
rhym es were good, th e sentim ent neat, and 
the au th o r of it show ed th at he was not 
forgetful of California. 
If he reads th is he 
need not trem b le; I shall never tell. 
Peo­ 
ple m ake holiday to celebrate the com ing 
of each loved flower, and the cherry trees 
will follow the plum , and then com e wis­ 
taria, peonies, th e iris, and in sum m er the 
fam ed lotus. 
In autum n the chrysanthe­ 
m um s hold the rule, and th e display at 
T okio in th e M ikado s garden is a w onder­ 
ful sight indeed, for th at flower being the 
crest of H is M ajesty, receives greatest at­ 
tention in cultivation, and hundreds of 
b rilliant varieties are produced. 
In Oc­ 
tober, w hen the leaves o f th e m aple trees 
are turning, there is another festival, in 
w hich th e people all conic out to com m une 
w ith n atu re—to wish her a pleasant sleep, 
as it were, through th e cold w inter days. 
One finds sacred trees near all th e shrines, 
and they are to be distinguished by the 
band or garland of straw w hich encircles 
them . In form er days a jilted girl w ould at 
THE HOUR OF “ THE OX ” 
(Tw o in the m orning), nail to one of these 
trees a straw figure, supposed to represent 
the false lover, and, w ith incantations, 
pray th e deity of the place to avenge her. 
Those tim es have passed away, and now a­ 
days I do not know w hat forlorn m aidens 
do in vengeance, but I suppose it is som e­ 
thing equally awful w ith the driving of a 
cursed nail into a sacred tree. 
I rem em ber 
one tree in the Ueno w hich draw s m any a 
foreign pilgrim aside. 
It is a sort of m ag­ 
nolia tree, in an inclosure w ith no inscrip­ 
tion n ear it, b ut all th e people can tell vou 
it was planted by General G rant w hen he 
visited Y okio, on his w ay around the 
world. 
I see his picture everyw here, and 
a certain native schoolm aster in Y okio has 
nam ed his son for the General. 
Speaking 
of pictures of hom e jieople rem inds m e of 
having seen an engraved portrait o f W . C. 
R alston in a shop here, and his nam e is fa­ 
m iliar to th e boys at school, as his life has 
been w ritten in Japanese, and lie is held up 
to them as an exam ple to follow. 
I once 
saw R alston’s picture in a house in the 
very heart of th e A ustrian T yrol. 
Charles A. G unnison. 


A b o u t a L u ck y S tu r. 
T he “ B randenburg Lucky S ta r” — so 
called because it appeared' the night in 
w hich Elector Jo hann Sigism und, of B ran­ 
denburg, was horn—is, by G erm an astron­ 
om ers, expected to m ake its appearance 
again w ithin the next four years. 
In 945 
during the reign of E m peror O tho I , say 
the G erm an papers, a new and brilliant 
fixed star was seen in th e constellation 
Cassiopeia, w hich has the shape of a W . 
In 12G4 a sim ilar star was seen in the sam e 
place, and again on N ovem ber 11, 1572, 
w hen Tycho B rahe noticed a b rilliant star 
o f unusual m agnitude in a spot w here he 
had only seen sm all ones until then. 
It 
had no tail, n o r w as it surrounded by a 
haze, th at m ight lead observers to take it 
for a com et; it resem bled, on the contrary, 
th e other fixed stars, and shed a m ore b rill­ 
ian t light than the stars of the first m agni­ 
tude, excelling in this respect Sirius, Jupi- 
per and \e g a . 
It could only be com pared 
to V enus, and was visible also in the dav- 
tim e, even at noon. 
A t night, w ith a cov­ 
ered sky, w hile all the other stars are invis­ 
ible, it was repeatedly 
distinguishable 
through the clouds. T ycho was convinced 
of its com plete im m ovability. 
Its light be­ 
gan to fade in Novem ber,*1572, and after 
having shone for nearly seventeen m onths 
it disappeared entirely in 1574. 
In vain 
the astronom ers have looked for it in its 
w onted place since; but now, after the 
usual period of about 300 years, it ts ex ­ 
pected to show itself again.—Exchange. 
— •

- 
B irds 
of 1 esterday.—A num ber of 
large and interesting birds have become 
extinct w ithin recent tim es. 
O f these, the 
Epiornis, of M adagascar, was probably the 
largest. 
Fossil fragm ents indicate that 
this creature was at least 12 feet in bight, 
w ith a weight live or six tim es as great as 
th at of the ostrich. 
Specim ens of its eggs 
have been found, and m easure nc-arlv th ir­ 
teen and a half inches in largest diam eter 
by nine inches in sm allest diam eter, w ith 
a capacity of nearly elgln quarts. 
The 
Moa. or D inornis, of New Zealand, was 
also larger th an any bird now living, its 
hight having been 10 or 12 feet. 
Its 
“ drum stick ” was 30 to 32 inches long • 
and its eggs so large th at a hat would m ake 
a good egg-cup lor them . T he famous 
Dodo, a 50-pound bird of M auritius, was 
once well know n to the Dutch, but has not 
been reported as seen during the last 200 
years.

rem edy did he find effective. 
B ut bound 
to get rid of th e rat nuisance, if such a 
thing was possible, he tried another well- 
know n rem edy w hich proved m ore satis­ 
factory. 
H e caught a couple o f large rats 
in a trap alive, and then besm eared them 
all over, except their heads, w ith tar, and 
let them loose in their favorite run. “ B ut,” 
he says, “ I could not follow those tw o tar- 
besnteared rats into their num erous runs 
to see w hat would h ap p en ; 
b ut it is 
reasonable to sssttm e that they either sum ­ 
m oned together all the m em bers of their 
com m unity, and by their crest-fallen ap­ 
pearance gave their com rades silent indica­ 
tions of the m isfortunes w hich had so sud­ 
denly befallen them , or that they had 
frightened their brethren aw ay : for they 
one and all forsook the place and fled. 
Tlte experim ent was em inently successful. 
From th at day, in 1875, till now, 1883, m y 
house, ancient though it is, has been en ­ 
tirely free front rats, and I believe that 
th at there is no rem edy equal to this one.”

T o K e in o v e D a n d r u f f . 
T ake a piece of gum cam phor as large as 
a chestnut and place in it one p in t o f alco­ 
hol. T h is cantphorizes the alcohol. 
The 
m ix tu re m ay be perfum ed to suit the taste. 
W et th e sjaip w ith this daily. It will stim ­ 
ulate th e scalp, prom ote the grow th of the 
hair, and in m any instances prevent it 
from falling off. Germ an women are noted 
for th eir lux u rian t hair. 
Once in every 
tw o weeks they wash the head thoroughly 
w ith a q u art of soft water in which a han d ­ 
ful o f bran and a little w hite soap had been 
dissolved, then the yolk of an egg, slightly 
beaten, is rubbed into the roots of the h a ir; 
this is allowed to rem ain a few m inutes, 
an d th en th e h air is washed and rinsed 
carefully in soft water. 
It is then wiped 
and dried thoroughly, combed from the 
forehead and parted w ith the fingers. 
A f­ 
ter drying apply a little pom atum m ade of 
beef m arrow boiled in a sm all q u antity ol' 
olive oil and slightly perfum ed. 
Do this 
near th e fire in w inter or in a very w arm 
room._ Alm ost all curling fluids are m ere 
im positions; b u t w ith a weak solution of 
isinglass a firm and lasting form m ay be 
given to the hair. 
T his solution is inoffen­ 
sive. 
T he h air should be brushed every 
day in order to keep it in perfect condition. 
A lw ays use tbe best brushes. 
Thev are tb e 
cheapest in the end. 
Use the brush very 
rapidly and tor about five m inutes. 
A cel­ 
ebrated beauty said th e h air should receive 
one hundred strokes a day, and they should 
be applied in three m inutes’ tim e. 
A good 
and th e safest wash for the teeth is pure 
soft w ater and th e finest quality of castile 
soap. 
A pply w ith a m oderately stiff brush 
m orning and evening. T he above receipts 
are w orthy of a trial, especially for those 
w ho desire beautiful hair.— Exchange. 


A R ecord of Ch il d G row th.—T he W o­ 
m an ’s A nthropological Society of W ash­ 
ington, D. C., has undertaken a w ork in 
connection w ith the grow th and training 
of children w hich prom ises to be off great 
value. 
It desire» that m others shall keep 
a faithful record of the lives of th eir off­ 
spring. 
A m ong the suggestions m ade is 
th at there shall be noted in a book the 
date o f birth, previous health of the m oth­ 
er, num ber of her other children, w hether 
the chi id was fully m atured, physical pecu­ 
liarities, “ m other’s m arks,” weight, length, 
girth o f chest, color of eyes, color o f hair, 
health of child at birth, w hether quiet or 
active, feeble or vigorous, good tem pered 
or fretful, how ted, breast or bottle, how 
frequently, character of food, at w hat age 
did it m anifest pain from prick of pin. etc., 
appear sensible to sound, follow a light 
w ith eyes, show a like or dislike in taste, 
distinguish between odors, notice its hand, 
recognize its m other, w hen it sat alone, be­ 
gan to creep, reached out its hand to take 
a plaything, or anpear to be rig h t or left 
handed, w hen it first stood by a chair, first 
stood alone, w alked alone, spoke, and the 
first w ord it uttered, the colors w hich gave 
it m ost pleasure, w hether restful or w ake­ 
ful at night, average hours of sleep dav and 
night, general health, date of cutting first 
tooth, last tooth, notew orthy speeches, age 
at w hich it first entered school, am ount 
and nature of exercise, sports, etc., any 
m arked artistic capacity, m em ory, w hether 
good or bad, and incidents indicative of 
character.— Herald o f Health. 


T h e P ole and I ts T o r ch.—W hen lo­ 
cated by Sir Jam es Ross, in 1831, the north 
m agnetic pole was on tlte west side of the 
peninsula of B oothia Felix, som e 1,400 
m iles nearer to us th an the geographical 
pole or earth's axis. Since then, however, 
its position m ust have changed som e h u n ­ 
dreds of m iles, as, front som e unknow n 
cause, it is no; stationary, but is m oving 
w estw ard at a rate w hich takes it around 
the earth on a particular parallel in 1,000 
to 2,000 years. 
T he needle of the compass 
now points due north on a m eridian pass­ 
ing through w estern D akota or eastern 
M ontana, and tu rn s to about northw est in 
E ngland, though at the tim e the m ariner's 
compass was brought front ch in a the nee­ 
dle pointed nearly north from E ngland. 
T he aurora borealis, like other m agnetic 
phenom ena, follows tbe sam e westward 
course in its given latitude, and is m ani­ 
fested to a certain distance from the m ag­ 
netic pole. 
It does not reach Pekin, on 
the opposite side of the earth from us, 
though the display is often verv brilliant 
at P hiladelphia in about the sam é latitu d e ; 
but a s the m agnetic pole passes onw ard 
the aurora w ill be seen further south in the 
opposite hem isphere, and further north in 
this, th u s favoring each northern country 
in tu rn w ith its beautiful effects.

th at th e first specim ens o f the grain itself 
were brought from th e East hidden be­ 
tween th e leaves of a book, so th at it was 
not “ beech-w heat,” but “ book-w heat.” 
T h at buckw heat cam e into Europe from 
th e E ast seents to be we;! established.

French call it “ Saracen w heat ” (ble Saras- 
sin);

Looking over m y diary I lind th is entry, 
m ade D ecem ber 24, 18t>4 : 
“ No C ourt to­ 
day. 
A ttended execution of D ixon, de­ 
serter.” 
T his was the case to w hich I have 
previously alluded. 
One day there was 
brought before th e Court a w ell-built, 
bright-appearing, good-looking soldier, ap­ 
parently about tw enty-live years o f age, 
charged w ith desertion. 
T he evidence was 
as follows : 
H is regim ent, w hich was sta­ 
tioned beiow Petersburg, had been sent out 
on picket. 
In th e night, w hich w as very 
dark, he was posted as a vedette at a tree 
som e distance in advance o f th e m ain 
picket line. Som e tim e in th e night he 
left bis gun standing against th e tree, ran 
and jum ped into a rifle-pit in w hich were a 
Sergeant and h a lf a dozen m en. “ W ell, I’ve 
deserted ’em ,” he exclaim ed. 
“ Deserted 
w hom ?” 
asked 
th e 
Sergeant. 
" The 
dam ned Y anks,” he replied. 
“ W hat did 
you desert them for ?” was the n ext ques­ 
tion. 
"B ecau se 
they 
d id n ’t 
use m e 
right," he said. 
T he Sergeant then asked 
him his nam e, com pany, and regim ent, 
w hich he gave. 
H is regim ent was the 
F irst M assachusetts H eavy A rtillery. 
As 
soon as he had obtained this inform ation 
th e Sergeant said to him : “ W e are Y anks, 
and you will go back to division headquar­ 
ters w ith m e.” 
H e took two soldiers, es­ 
corted him back, and delivered him u p to 
the Provost M arshal. 
A t the point w here 
he had been stationed our picket line m ade 
q uite a curve, and in th e darkness o f tbe 
night and his ow n excitem ent the fellow 
had taken the w rong direction, and instead 
of reaching th e rebel line, had jum ped into 
a rifle-pit of the T enth Pennsylvania Regi­ 
m ent of his ow n brigade. 
At his trial, 
which took place a few days after, w hen 
asked what he had to say in his defense, he 
had nothing to say. except th a t he had been 
a soldier in the B ritish arm y, and show ed 
to th e Court an honorable discharge. This, 
however, instead of helping his case, had 
th e opposite effect, for it proved th at he 
m ust have know n the consequences of his 
attem pt if lie failed. 
It was but a short 
tim e before the findings and sentence of the 
Court were approved, and execution of the 
sentence ordered. 
A m ilitary execution is 
a solem n event, and nothing is om itted 
w hich can add to its im pressiveness. 
E v­ 
ery ntan and every officer in the division 
w ho is not engaged in necessary d uty as 
guard or picket is obliged to be present." On 
this occasion th e three brigades, form ing 
our division, were draw n up in double line, 
facing each other, at a distance of about 
tw enty paces, and iorm ing three sides of tw o 
squares, as in the diagram :

" A " m arks the position of th e Major- 
General com m anding, attended by h is staff. 
“ B’ m arks the spot w here the grave has 
been already dug to receive the body of the 
unfortunate culprit. 
A fter th e division is 
in position, the funeral procession enters 
the field in tlte follow ing order : 
The Provost Marshal, who has charge of the 
execution. 
The band, playingthe Dead March with muffled 
drums. 
The tiring party of twelve men of the provost 
guard. 
The provost guard, with fixed bayonets, between 
whose sections march four soldiers, bear­ 
ing the coffin, and followed direct­ 
ly by the prisoucr, attended 
by the chaplain. 
T he procession enters the division at the 
point m arked “ R ,” m arches slow ly be­ 
tween th e lines, the band playing continu­ 
ally to the point m arked “ B," w here the 
coffin is placed upon the ground in front 
of the grave. 
T he prisoner is blindfolded 
and m ade to kneel upon his coffin, and 
the firing party is draw n up in front of hint 
at a distance of som e seven or eight paces. 
Previously to this the in n er line of the di­ 
vision has been faced about th at all m ay see. 
T he Provost M arshal has loaded th eg a n s of 
the firing party, eleven of them w ith bail 
cartridges and one w ith a blank cartridge, 
but no one know s w hich one has the 
blank, so th at each soldier m ay th in k , if he 
pleases, th at he did not fire a fatal shot. 
W hen th e preparations are all com pleted 
th e Provost M arshal 
gives 
the order: 
“ M ake ready; take a in t; fire!” and be­ 
fore the sm oke has cleared aw ay : “ Re­ 
cover arm s ; o rd e rarm s; inspection arm s.” 
H e then inspects every m usket to see if it 
has been fired. 
I have been asked w hat 
would happen if he should find that a m an 
had not discharged his piece. 
I never 
knew such a thing to happen, but if it 
should happen intentionally th e offender 
would stand a good chance to face a firing 
party him self. 
It is the duty of the P ro­ 
vost M arshal, if th e prisoner is not killed, 
to end his sufferings w ith his pistol, but, 
thanks to the care exercised, I never knew 
of this being necessary in the A rm v of the 
Potom ac. 
Never was there a greater exhibition of 
pluck on the part of a person condem ned 
to die than the case I have m entioned. 
As 
Dixon, on th e m arch through tbe division, 
recognized his comrades, he spoke to them 
cheerfully and bade them good-by. 
W hen 
he reached his grave he refused to be blind­ 
folded and kneel on his coffin, bu t wished 
to stand up, face th e firing party, and m eet 
his fate ¡ike a m an. 
B ut it was of no use ; 
stern m ilitary usage conld not be varied, 
and it seemed to m e a t the tim e that it took 
the Provost M arshal ten or fifteen m inutes 
to persuade him to subm it. 
I heard th at 
he yielded only after the M arshal told him 
that he should be obliged to use force. 
H is 
death was instantaneous. In in te iiateiy the 
division was p u t in m otion, the band play­ 
ed its liveliest tunes, and, as we m arched 
off the field w ith a quick step, the burying 
party were shoveling the earth upon the 
coffin of “ D ixon, the deserter.”—Boston 
Herald. 


D e a tli a n d R u rla l In T u rk e y , 
E ntile Julliard, in his article on “ Life 
B eneath the Crescent,” in the A pril Cosmo­ 
politan, says : If a T urk dies, or looks as if 
he were dead, no physician, no inspector 
comes to m ake sure th at death has really 
taken place; but if it has not the fact wiii 
soon be established, thanks to a procedure 
more efficient than all the gentle and re­ 
fined m eans in v jgue in the W est to m ake 
sure th at the deceased is not hoaxing his 
heirs. 
Scarcely has the last breath been taken 
when the corpse is lifted up violently by 
vigorous arm s, the clothing snatched off, 
laid on the fiag-stones of the m ortuary 
cham ber or vestibule, and besprinkled with 
hot water, w hich is throw n upon it by the 
im am , provided w ith a large pail. 
T he 
sprinkling is repeated two or three times, 
so th at th e fam ily runs little danger of see­ 
ing the deceased resuscitated. 
T hus scalded as a prelim inary step, the 
body is washed and dried. Then it is be- 
powdered w ith cam phor, and after being 
covered w ith a cloth em broidered w ith 
verses from the K oran, it is exposed for 
several hours in th e c o u rtjard . A fterw ards 
th e im am returns, and accom panies the 
corpse to its last resting-place. 
T he fiat, covered bier is usually carriel 
on the shoulders ot friends of the aeceastd, 
or upon those of hired pal.-bearers. 
Som e­ 
tim es strangers assum e this duty gratui­ 
tously, looking upon it as a pious at:d 
m eritorious act. 
The cortege is m ade np 
only of those th at carry the coffin by 
turns, thus relieving one another w ithout 
stopping. T he coffin is m ade of cedar, 
ana it is seldom varnished, b ut it is ccv- 
erek w ith a rug or a shaw l, and there is 
placed at the head a turban or fez, if the 
deceased is a m ale. 
The procession alw ays m oves hastily, 
not for th e parpase o f' getting rid of the 
dism al barden, but to hasten th e m om ent 
w hen the deceased shall enjoy eternal re­ 
pose : for the M ussulm an believes that the 
soul is restless and unhappy as long as the 
corpse is unburied. T his is why three or 
four hours only elapse betw een death and 
burial. 
On arriving at the cem etery, the imam so 
places the bier th at the face of the deceased 
is turned tow ard M ecca; 
he then ap­ 
proaches the brink of the grave and utters 
a very long prayer, the conclusion of which 
is as follow s: 
“ Draw 
near, M onnkir 
and Nekir, angels o f death and m inisters 
of A llah. 
Great and blessed God, we 
hum bly beseech Thee to m ake th e earth 
light for T by servant. 
M ay we find grace 


and m ercy w ith Thee. 
A m en." 
A C hris­ 
tian 's prayer does not say anything m ore 
n or any better.

RESCUED FROM A HAREM. 


The street which was our regular route to 
the ship had a gate and a guard-house at 
either end. 
Illrtnk walls about twenty feet 
high extended some 500 feet along both 
sides of the street. Behind these walls 
were the palaces of two of the grand 
I'achas. 
We could only see the windows 
of the upper stories; the magnificence 
within was left to oar im agination. As 
we were walking past, one afternoon, one 
of the windows was suddenly thrown open, 
and there appeared at it the most beautiful 
woman I had ever seen. We were fairly 
electritied by her beauty. She had delied 
a well-known edict in showing us her face, 
as we knew. Instantly as she appeared 
we saw her throw som ething over the wall, 
and then she closed the window.

“ Captain,” he said, handing me the 
note, “ you are married, and circumstances 
have proved how m uch you love your wife.

W hat shall I do? My ship is ready to sail, 
and the wind is fair. I do not own the 
vessel or cargo, and therefore have no right 
to detain her. 
ltead, and tell me what to 
do.” 
As m y own marriage had been very ro­ 
m antic, this alFair was doubly exciting to 
me. The note was written in a good Eng­ 
lish hand, as follows: 
“ I know you are Christians, and will 
save me from this life of degradation. E n­ 
tombed in this harem, from which there is 
no other way of escape, I appeal to you in 
mercy to save me. God I know will open 
your hearts, give wisdom, and guide you 
to-morrow night to a silken thread thrown 
from this window, near where you found 
m y note. To the lhread attach your an­ 
swer. 
Death awaits discovery.” 
The night was spent in devising means 
of rescue. 
The Captain swore upon the 
Bible that he would m arry her if rescued, 
and if she would consent. Jewels are most 
prized when most difficult to obtain. I was 
in full sym pathy with bis feelings, and 
when the day broke our plan of action had 
been determined. 
I saw that he was u n ­ 
fitted to go to sea, his head being entirely 
turned, and to ease his conscience upon the 
point of his duty, I pointed out that the 
interest of all parties would be served best 
if he should defer his departure until the 
dark moon, when the plan devised could 
be put into operation. This would neces­ 
sitate a delay of five days. 
Among our friends we were to pretend 
that no Importance attached to the missive 
which the lady had thrown out. As a rea­ 
son for his delay in not sailing, the Swed­ 
ish Captain was to say that he had discov­ 
ered a leak in his ship’s top side after he 
had loaded her, which made it necessary 
to careen her for repairs. It required much 
tact to avoid the Captains with whom we 
had been in daily company, and to make 
excuses to stay ashore "late every night. 
W e stayed ashore to become acquainted 
w ith the guards, whom we thought we 
could induce, by appearing to be halt drunk 
and a liberal use of money, to open the 
gates for us at any time.

Before dav-break you 
will be on a vessel under way for England. 
If you can devise any other means, or have 
an v suggestions to make, you can comm un­ 
icate as before; we will pass nightly, until 
we have some token from you. We are 
two who have sworn to save you. 
One of 
us will ascend to assist in your descent, if 
you desire it. 
May God, to whom you 
have praved, nerve you to your task." 
The next night we received the follow­ 
ing answ er; 
“ I will provide the ladder, which you 
will pull toward you by the cord. I have 
a trusted eunuch who will assist me, as 
hi" life belongs to me. T hink well of the 
danger. 
I have no right to place you in 
jeopardy. In case of discovery a rope 
ladder upon you would prove your guilt; 
YQy would be seized and disposed of, none 
would know how, except the headsman. 
Y our crime and mine are punishable by 
death. Mv life is nothing, nor would I 
be missed", but vou have loved ones at 
hom e 
Should you change your minds on 
the night appointed, God have mercy upon 
m e ’ 
I will not live to see the light an­ 
other day. I have often meditated this 
act 
I have felt that God. to whom I 
alwavs prayed, would deliver me, and that 
I would be" allowed to thank H im in His 
«anctuary. 
If vou do not find the cord, you 
m av know that I have been betrayed. If 
all is safe, the cord will be weighted with 
a silken purse containing jewels to reward 
vou and to assist me in my escape. Should 
vou not find this token, it will be because 
1 have been discovered. Then be on your 
guard against assassinabon. 
I shall not 
Took for vou until the hour named 
Mv friend, Captain H -------- , had fallen 
m ost desperately in love. I say desperately, 
because he neither slept, ate nor d ra n k ; nor 
would he give me any rest. It was reassur­ 
ing to me to sec a fellow so far gone; I bad 
thought m yself the only one who could be

The Constantinople episode had nearly 
passed from my mind in the exciting year’s 
that bad intervened. As soon as our gang­ 
plank was hauled ashore, a lady and gentle­ 
man came on board. I was standing on 
the quarter-deck with some Custom-house " 
officers and passengers. The lady, whom I 
immediately recognized, came forward and 
embraced me with much warmth, and the 
gentleman followed suit. The pleasure at­ 
tending this happy meeting was shared by 
all who witnessed it. It is needless to say 
that the pair were the Swedish Captain and 
the lady whom I assisted to escape from 
Constantinople. 
That truth 
is indeed 
stranger than fiction is here exemplified. 
After leaving Constantinople their joy was 
unspeakable upon discovering that they 
had been lovers in their childhood. She 
was the flaxen-haired girl for whom my 
friend had pined so long. W hen they 
parted as children her family went to Mos­ 
cow, where they remained tjveral years, 
and where she had the adva^^ge of an ex­ 
cellent education and became a proficient 
linguist. Her great beauty attracted uni­ 
versal attention. She was courted bv many, 
but won by none. H er father received the 
appointm ent of Consul at Odessa, but he 
gave up this place and they migrated to 
Alexandria, where he became a grain ex­ 
porter.

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A n E g y p tia n F u n e r a l. 
A funeral in Egypt is indeed a strange 
sight, and the first one the visitor sees as­ 
tonishes very m uch. 
At the head of the 
procession march a corporate body of the 
blind and a certain num ber of men, who 
proceed at a quick step, singing a most 
jubilant air. while swinging themselves 
from right to left. Behind them comes 
the funeral car, or rather a sort of bier, 
bearing a great red shawl, in which the 
body is deposited. 
At the extremity of 
the bier, on a perch, is placed the turban or 
the tarbonche of the defunct. 
Two men 
carry this bier. 
They follow with such 
high 
spirits the movement 
of 
the 
head of the cortege that the corpse, 
rocked in every direction, seents to jam p 
under the shawl that shrouds it. The 
women bring up the rear, some on esses, 
some on foot. The first row is formed 
of weepers, or rather screamers, who send 
forth toward heaven at each step the shrill­ 
est notes. The weepers hold in their hand 
a handkerchief, w ith which they are not 
solicitous of wiping their eyes perfectly 
dry, but which they pull by the two ends 
behind their head with a" gesture that 
would be desperate if it were not droll. On 
arrival at the cemetery they take the corpse 
from the bier to cast it, such as it is, into 
the grave. The grand funerals, however, 
take place with much more solemnity. 
An im portant personage is hardly dead in 
Egypt before his friends and acquaintance 
hurry to the house; during one or two days 
thej’ eat and drink at the expense of the 
dead, or rather his heirs, indulging in the 
noisiest demonstrations. 
W hen the hour 
of the interm ent arrives a scene of the 
wildest character is produced. The slaves 
and women of the household throw them ­ 
selves on the corpse and feign a de­ 
termination to hinder it from passing the 
threshold. This 
lugubrious 
tragedy is 
played conscientiously; they snatch away 
the coffin; they belay each other with 
blows, and the most violent and frightful 
clamor is heard. 
At last the procession 
leaves the house and repairs to the ceme­ 
tery, preceded by camels loaded with victu­ 
als, which are distributed to the poor hur­ 
rying in crowds along the road. All along 
the road the mourners and friends of the 
family fight for the honor of bearing the 
bier for an instant, and thus it passes—or 
rather bounds—from hand to hand amid 
the most frightful disorder. The interm ent 
ended, every one returns to the house of 
the dead to recommence the festivities, 
dancing and the mortuary demonstrations.

Keep hot, and steep slowly, 
but not boil until ready for the table, 
which should be soon, as much of the flav­ 
or passes off in the steam. Coffee should 
be drank but once a day, and in the m orn­ 
ing, with broiled steak and bread.

Adulterous women and 
sorceresses were drowned or smothered in 
mud. Stones were fastened to their necks 
to prevent their swimming, or they were 
sewed up in sacks. Sometimes they were 
drowned in company with a cat, a dog and 
a snake. 
The Anglo-Saxons 
drowned 
women guilty of thelt. The crim inal was 
thrown from the cliff or submerged. In 
the tenth century a woman was drowned 
at London bridge. Women were punished 
by drowning in Scotland. In 1599 Grissell 
Mathon was condemned by the 
High 
Court ot Edinburgh “ to be taken to the 
north lock and there drowned till she be 
dead.” 
A memorable instance of drowning oc­ 
curred at Bavaria 
October 
14, 
1436. 
Agnes Bernaurian, wife of Duke Albert 
the Pious, was dropped off the bridge of 
the city of Strasburg into the Danube, by 
order of her father. 
She appears not to 
have been put into a sack, and her limbs 
not to have been securely bound, for she 
rose to the surface of the water and swam 
to the shore, crying “ help,” help,” but the 
executioner put a long pole into her hair 
and kept her down. 
According to the Danish laws women 
were buried alive for theft, a method of 
punishm ent not unknown in France. In 
1331 Marote Duplas was scourged and sub­ 
jected to the cruel death at Abbevilie, ar.d 
in 1400 a woman named Ferotte Mauger, a 
notorious thief and receiver of stolen 
goods was, by order of the Provost of Paris, 
uried alive in front of the gibbet in that 
city. In ancient German history we read 
of female criminals being impaled in the 
mud, and in comparatively recent years the 
remains of several bodies have been found 
to prove the truth of this assertion. 
In 
early England a cook once poisoned four­ 
teen persons. The authorities did not be­ 
lieve they had a punishm ent sufficiently 
severe for her case, so a law was passed 
making her crime punishable by being 
boiled to death.— The Earth.

was generated in a cylinder of Bessemer 
steel under a pressure of 3,000 pounds to 
the square inch. 
From thence it was al­ 
lowed to escape into a condenser in the 
condition of solidified gas, resembling 
snow flakes in appearance. The tempera­ 
ture of this solidified gas is 168° Fall, be­ 
low zero. A small quantity of this gas 
was then gathered and pressed into a 
so called “ snow-ball,” on one side of 
which was a small depression. The ball 
was placed in a red-hot crucible, upon 
which the intense heat of a Bunsen burner 
was playing. A little mercury and ether 
were dropped into the depression on the 
“ gas ball,” and, notwithstanding the in­ 
tense heat, the mercury was immediately 
frozen. 
Professor Bennett then advanced 
one step higher by setting the ether on fire, 
but still was enabled to pick out the frozen 
bulb of mercury. An instance of this last 
step in which mercury was frozen in a 
tlame, as well as over a red-hot crucible, 
has never been recorded in science, and 
was perfectly original with Frofessoi Ben­ 
nett.

The Koran has fixed the hours that must 
be consecrated to prayers. These prayers, 
namaz, are five in number. The ino3t sol­ 
emn is the morning prayei ; it is the sabah 
namazi; it is uttered after the dawn, just 
before the rising of the sun. The second 
is the midday prayer, cuile namazi. The 
third, jkindy namazi. m ust be offered just 
before the setting of the sun. The evening 
prayer, aacham namazi, is uttered just be­ 
fore the shadows conceal the horizon. 
Fi­ 
nally. the last ami fifth prayer, yatcy na­ 
mazi, is uttered in the interval alter sun­ 
down and just before dawn. 
Tlie hour 
of prayers is regularly pro­ 
claimed to the faithful by the imams, called 
muezzins, who walk around the balcony of 
the minarets singing, in a melancholy 
voice, this unvarying litany: “ God, the 
most high ! 
I here proclaim that there is 
no God but God. I proclaim that Moham­ 
med is the prophet of God. Come to the 
temple of salvation. Great God ! God the 
most high ! 
There is no God but God !” 
Blind men are usually selected for muez­ 
zins, or at least imams that suffer from con­ 
firmed myopia, so that they cannot throw 
inquisitive glances toward the women that 
may be promenading on the terraces of the 
houses. 
Christians 3urround their observance of 
prayer with a kind of mystery or of re­ 
serve that the Mussulmans know abso­ 
lutely nothing of. 
In whatever place a de­ 
vout Osmanli may find himself, whether in 
his house, in his shop, in the streets, in a 
public square, doing business, or on a visit, 
as soon as the hour of tlie iuimo: is an­ 
nounced, he makes his religious prepara­ 
tions, places under his knees a small rug, 
or in default of which a handkerchief, 
turns his face toward M ecca, places his 
arm s in the shape of a cross upon his 
brea3t, or putting them to his forehead 
prostrates 
Irimself, then rises—all this 
slowly and with strict observance of rules. 
If he is in a street he does not permit him ­ 
self to be distracted and disconcerted by 
anything, not even by the indiscreet curi 
osity of the European, who looks at him 
astonished by this novel sight, but wlio 
generally has no desire to ridicule i t : for 
this worship under the open sky. disre­ 
garding social conventionalities, indifferent 
to whatever may be said, has something 
grand and sacred about it that banishes all 
raillery and inspires respect.—April Cosmo­ 
politan.

The article purchased by the single pound 
at the grocery store, and especially the 
country grocery, where dry goods, "boots, 
shoes, and groceries, including tobacco, are 
kept for sale in unison, has a conglomerated 
odor of smoke, kerosene and mackerel 
combined from surroundings. This, how­ 
ever, may be improved by heating pretty 
hot in the oven, when some of the bail 
odors will pass off. Procure either old Java 
or Maricaibo, whichever the taste directs, 
take one pint or pound of it in the raw 
state, wash and put it in a baking pan

from now, to see what changes have taken 
place, especially in tbe myopic eyes.

crease in proportion us our school system 
becomes more complex, and pupiis are 
obliged to apply themselves more closely 
to their work. A larger ner cent, of myopic 
eyes are found in city than in village or

MANUAL TRAINING, AGAIN. 


The San Francisco Bulletin, comrnentin 
upon the now widespread discussion of 
manual-trainingsystems, andtreatingof the 
same essay in the Forum to which we last 
week referred at length, says: 
Tint w hether m anual training is more or loss 
in the schools, a great deal in this way can lie 
accom plished al home. A sm all room fitted up 
for boys, w ith a supply of tools, rarely fails to 
enlist an absorbing iutei cst. They m ay not be­ 
come accom plished artisans by that means. 
But the boy who has learned to use tools skill­ 
fully, to care for them and to keep them in or­ 
der, is on the right line foi a more complete 
m anual education. 
The sm all shop 
where 
woods and metals can be worked, the annex to 
alm ost every moderate home, the occasional in­ 
struction given by some com petent person, will 
go a great way toward better things. It is 
sim ple elem entary training. 


There is a great deal of worth in this 
suggestion. 
We are practically informed 
of a vast deal of good that has la>en accom­ 
plished by the method our cotemporary 
advises. 
But it is not even needed that a 
work-room lie fitted up at home, though 
that is an excellent plan, for every boy 
should be taught how to properly use 
ordinary tools and to accomplish for him ­ 
self light manual tasks. 
Such teaching 
makes him self-helpful in all after life, and 
is an economy he w ill always appreciate. 
The man who cannot in his home fairly 
well handle a saw, hammer or plane, or 
use a glue pot or a paint or varnish brush 
for common or useful purposes, is really to 
be pitied. 
He is on a par with the 
housewife who can 
neither 
sew 
nor 
iron, nor mend or hang drapery, or attend 
to the household linen. 
People who are 
compelled to “ h ire ” everything done for 
them, are at a sail disadvantage. 
Blit the 
further training to which children should 
he subjected,and to which so m anyare not, 
relates to the doing of the simple things. 
Thus, every [parent ought to feel interest 
enough in Ins boys to teach them properly 
how to drive a nail, to run a saw, to oil 
a buggy or wagon, to groom and food a 
horse, to mend household tools, to repair 
broken fences, to fashion a hit of soft wood 
or metal, to d e ar the yard, to cultivate 
the garden, to collect a kill, to give a re­ 
ceipt, to milk, perhaps, and to do a m ulti­ 
tude of small things which are classed as 
ordinary manly accomplishments. 
Yet all 
except those who have made the matter 
one of research, would lie amazed if the 
facts were laid before them, of the wide­ 
spread ignorance among school children i f 
the ordinary and most common things, 
and how the most trivial work about the 
home should lie done. 
The fitting of the 
boy or the girl for systematic manual 
training, or for business, may and should 
commence in the home. 
And there is no 
home so humble, no household so poorly 
equipped, that to some extent manual and 
business training cannot begin there. 
Herbert Spencer defines education to be 
“ the preparation for complete living— 
that i-, for the exercise of all jKissible ac­ 
tivities of body and mind harmoniously.” 
O f course, that involves the highest i>ossi- 
We form of physical and intellectual 
training, but limits itself to the natural 
capacity of the lieing. 
Spencer's defini­ 
tion. therefore, is the correct one, and it 
fits into the scheme of mautlal training 
and all other training. 
But these must 
not be left wholly to the school, as the 
disposition now is to do. 
W c have in 
these latter days run away with the idea 
that the school is to be the cure all and 
the furnish all for our children, and even 
in this State training has begun iu the 
schools that is wholly foreign to the State 
school system. 
The parent is too apt to neglect the 
mental and physical training of his chil­ 
dren at home. 
Some do not, hut if the 
Boston statistics have any value the major­ 
ity do, for it is proved by these exhibits 
that more than a majority of school chil­ 
dren there are ignorant of the simplest 
facts and phenomena of everyday life. 
This is not to be charged wholly to the 
school. 
V.'herever it is true, it is due 
more to home neglect than failure of the 
teachers 
\\ hen, however, it is sought to 
make the common schools the means of 
teaching boys and girls “ to earn their liv­ 
ing,” a false step is taken. 
Let us have our 
training and our trades schools; 
let prac­ 
tical illustrations of the science of eom- 
niin things characterize the exercises of 
the common schools, and just so far as 
such 
teaching 
can 
proceed 
without 
sacrifice of intellectual training, it should 
be pushed. 
Bnt there can be no conver­ 
sion of the common school into the manual 
training school, pure and simple, without 


injury to the cause of popular education. 
We must keep clearly liefore us the broad 
distinction between the manual training 
schools, the trades schools, and the com­ 
mon schools; they bear a relation to each 
other, hut cannot be commingled without 
abandonment of the principle upon which 
the common schools are based—that the 
.State must provide means for informing 
the intelligence and developing the mental 
¡towers of the children of its people. 
Hand-training, as Mr. W. A. Platt, a re­ 
cent incisive essayist in the Epoch shows, 
is not altogether neglected iu the present 
course of most common schools. 
Drawing 
is taught almost as universally as writing, 
and drawing lies at the foundation of all 
industrial and technical training. 
It is 
taught in the public schools with varying 
degrees of success, and not very much time 
is devoted to i t ; but, that the course, even 
as it stands, is of some value, “ is attested 
by the fact that pupils of the public 
schools of New York have been found, on 
their entrance 
into 
purely 
industrial 
schools, to be able to go Into advanced 
classes because of the knowledge of draw­ 
ing they had previously obtained.” 
As th at writer points out, the people are 
taxed, not to make this boy a carpenter, or 
th at one a draughtsman, or the other a 
blacksmith, or an engineer, but th at the 
intellect of all boys and girls of the State 
shall have equal chance for training. The 
R ecord-U nion has uniformly held in the 
debate now so general, that just so far as 
this can besupplemented—without detract­ 
ing from the time and study needed for in­ 
tellectual training and mental develop­ 
ment—by practical devices for making the 
pupils self-helpful, and fitting them for the 
duties of life, the common schools may 
well g o ; 
beyond th at the offices of the 
training school begin, and beyond that is 
the realm of the trades school. 
As Mr- 
Platt well says: 
Tlie utilitarian theory of education dem ands 
a Communistic Governm ent. 
It im plies that 
the State owes a living to each of its citizens. 
This is not the American theory, and the com­ 
mon schools ought not to be m anaged in accord­ 
ance with it. And yet a great deal of loose talk 
is indulged iu about th e necessity for •• useful.” 
■•practical” studies iu the sehool-roorn—by 
which, of course, is m eant studies that will help 
directly to m ake money. Our theory of gov­ 
ernm ent leaves every m an iu perfect freedom to 
earn his living in any way lie ideases, so long as 
he does not interfere w ith other m en’s rights. 
The less interference ot Government in private 
affairs the better. If it provides the conditions 
of security and liberty under w hich a m an is 
lett free to work according to the bent of his 
m ind, it has done for him all it needs to do iu 
the way ot m aintenance. 
W hile, then, in the common schools we 
may, and should in a general way teach 
practical things more than is done, and 
while, as we said some days ago, we should 
move up out of the groove of the text­ 
book to a considerable extent, the people 
who expect their children to best leani of 
the practical things of every-day life, and 
how to make themselves useful and help­ 
ful, ought to begin the teaching at home. 
The experience of tlie parent should be a 
home school for the child. 
T hat it is not, 
is 
a 
glaring and startling 
truth 
in 
a vast number of 
cases, and is due 
to incapacity of parents and neglect of 
parential duty, about equally. 
In cities, 
notably tlie helplessness of children in the 
m atter of common things is amazing. 
In 
rural sections there is a great deal of home 
practical manual every-day train in g ; there 
ought to be more of it everywhere, and 
there will be iu the next generation, if 
there 
is 
more 
home 
manual 
train­ 
ing 
in 
this. 
To commit 
it 
to the 
common schools, is to lean upon staffs that 
in the majority of cases must disappoint 
us, until we so readjust the system that its 
teaching corps is itself trained in the 
economy and science of common things 
But even when this is accomplished, the 
parent will not be discharged from the 
duty of training his children at home how 
to do with their hands useful and self" 
helpful things.

INTERSTATE 
MERCE

It having been urged th at the operation 
of the long and short haul clause of the 
interstate commerce law which practically 
inhibits the movement of California wool 
Eastward by rail, would result in increased 
wool manufacturing here and tlie develop­ 
ment of such industry in the highest de­ 
gree, tlie wool handlers of the State have 
taken issue with the assertion in a lengthy 
telegram forwarded to the Interstate Com­ 
mission on Thursday. 
These gentlemen 
representing 
wool-ilealers, 
wool-growers 
and commission merchants, point out that 
California produces 40,000,000 pounds of 
wool 
annually. 
T hat 
the 
difference 
between 
the 
new and 
the old rates 
represents 
a 
loss 
of 
over 
§1,000,­ 
00 ) a y e a r; th at higher rates mean no 
higher prices to the consumers, but lower 
net results to the producers. 
Tiiis is true, 
they recite, because “ the prices of the 
Eastern markets are based upon the neces­ 
sity we are under of sending our wools 
there, w hether we pay high or 
low 
freight.” 
The average sale is at 20 rents 
[ier pound, and the average yield per sheep 
seven pounds. 
W hen transportation is 
paid the return is about 98 cents per head 
|>er year, while it costs 75 cents to m ain­ 
tain each head. 
W hen handling and local 
charges are added, the claim is made that 
nothing is left to the grower. The petition 
then recites: “ Owing to our mild climate 
we shear early in the spring, and our wool 
by rail reaches the East in May and June, 
when the m arket is bare of wool, and we 
dispose of it liefore other wools are ready 
for m arket. B ut if we are compelled to 
ship by sail, at the end of the voyage of 
four months it would come in competition 
with the wools from all other portions of 
the country, and any deficiency in the 
early market would be supplied by foreign 
importations, when we ought to be in a 
position to supply th e demand.” 
It is 
pointed out that while the rates are lower 
via Cape Horn, shipment by that route 
means the loss of four months’ time and 
the interest on tlie investment, and a revo­ 
lution 
in 
the 
long-established 
re­ 
lations of tlie business. 
We look in vain 
in this petition for any reference to the 
benefit prophesied from expected augmen­ 
tation of the wool manufacturing industry 
on this coast. 
H ad that factor been con­ 
sidered as cutting, any m aterial figure in 
the problem, these far-seeing growers and 
dealers would not have avoided it. 
If 
there is more to be made for coast capital 
in more manufacture here, lieyond the 
present extent of the industry, these in­ 
terested parties would not insist upon 
sending the product Eastward.

ASSAILING THE SCHOOL-BOOK SYSTEM. 


j 
Our local columns yesterday gave pub­ 
; licity to the fact that a systematic scheme 
' is on foot to destroy public confidence in 
i the ability of the State to prepare school 
books th at will serve the purposes for 
which they are intended. 
The people 
were prepared for assaults by interested 
parties upon the text of the books and the 
wisdom of the scheme that freed the State 
from the tyranny and chicane of the school 
hook publishers; but it was not expected 
that the enmity to the State’s system 
would proceed to attempts to show that the 
books have not been properly printed and 
bound. 
It has been demonstrated that the 
State can produce good text-books at a 
saving to the people of more than half of 
the sum they have heretofore been assessed 
for these necessaries. 
W hoever candidly 
and without prejudice examines the books 
—having fair knowledge of the merits of 
a well-printed and well-bound volume— 
must confess th at those sent out from the 
State office are of tlie first order. 
Yet 
here is the undeniable evidence that some 
rascally scheme is on foot to give the pub­ 
lic the impression that the work is ill- 
done, and th at State workmen cannot com­ 
pete with those in private employment. 
Thus, contemporaneous with a senseless 
growl about the paper and the typography, 
books are returned to the Superintendent 
of Printing, with the back binding broken 
and the threads torn through the paper, 
w ith the statem ent th at the volumes 
would not bear opening and ordinary 
handling. 
The truth is, as anyone can 
demonstrate, that no school liook printed 
on paper can be so bound that it will not 
“ break up,” if opened in a particular 
manner. 
Let anyone who doubts it, take 
any close-bound book, partly open it, grip 
with the thumbs and fingers the pages 
and covers so tightly that they cannot 
slip by each other, and then open the 
book quickly. 
It will be found that 
the 
threads, 
or 
other 
devices 
securing the pages, will pull through the 
paper. 
Under such a test something must 
give way. 
So, too, if a book is seized 
firmly by a lower corner and the opposite 
lower corner is beaten upon a hard surface, 
i* will be found that the volume will be 
fearfully racked, no m atter how firmly 
bound. 
Botli these processes appear to 
have been employed upon some of the 
the State school books sent out, and the 
results cited as evidence that the work has 
not been well done. 
They are devices of 
those who are determined to break down 
tlie State school-book system. 
I t saves 
too much money to the people; it shears 
too closely the publishers and agents who 
have fattened ujion the parents of the 
country by the sale of school books at 
enormous profits; it breaks up the gangs of 
political heelers which have operated so 
long lqion Boards of Education in tlie in­ 
terest of book houses ; it frees the teachers 
to a great extent from the tyranny of the 
school-book makers, and, above all, it con­ 
serves the economy of the purses of the 
taxpayers. 
The hook plotters had as well 
abandon their schemes; the system will 
not he destroyed; it is not to be broken 
down ; a State that has once smoked out 
the text-book rats will not again perm it its 
educational system to be infested with 
them. 


MR. BISHOP'S PLAN. 


Joseph B. Bishop, in March, addressed 
the Commonwealth Club, of New York, 
upon “ Money in City Elections.” 
H e 
proposes—as do all the essayists upon the 
topic—a remedy, after calling names and 
giving proofs and setting forth vividly the 
evils of the use of money in municipal 
politics, and notably in New York. 
H is 
specific, while differing from that of Mr. 
Roosevelt and of David Dudley Field and 
that of Jam es Parton, and the latest, that 
of Amos Fiske, embraces features of the 
plans proposed by each of those gentle­ 
men. 
For corruption and bribery in elec­ 
tions, he would have all ballots printed by 
the city and distributed at its expense, 
lie would lim it by law the expenditures 
of all candidates, and compel public ac­ 
counting fur all their outlays of money in 
political work. 
Finally, he would have a 
law passed sim ilar to the “ English Cor­ 
rupt Practices Act,” forbidding bribery 
and undue influences of all kinds, and fix­ 
ing penalties. 
.So far as he goes, he does w ell; but Mr. 
Bishop never can work reform by legis­ 
lation. 
There is no municipal salvation 
to be secured by such device. 
H e must 
begin with tlie party caucus and primary 
if he expects to accomplish any practical 
reform. 
It is well enough to demand the 
passage of laws which will prevent the im­ 
proper use of money in elections, but until 
the bosses and heelers and strikers are 
throttled in caucus and primary, such 
legislation as is asked for can be scarcely 
hoped for. 
There are rare times, at long 
intervals, however, when, in a fit of in­ 
dignation, the people rise sujierior to the 
bosses and return Legislatures that will yield 
to public opinion. 
At such a tim e elec­ 
tion reforms should be proposed. 
In the 
meanwhile those who believe in making 
bossism odious must be content to labor in 
cultivating a moral sentiment antagonistic 
to it. 
W hen th at is sufficiently strong, 
reform will lie easy, for men who now neg­ 
lect their duty will then be active in the 
genesis of government— the town meeting, 
the caucus and the prim ary. 
W hen Mr. 
Bishop exclaimed to the Commonwealth 
Club, “ If the intelligence and respecta­ 
bility of the city will not do the work, 
then they must provide to have it done by 
legal machinery,” he declaimed only, and, 
as for reasoning, he reasoned in a circle ; 
for when Intelligence and respectability 
are able to “ provide ” for having the work 
done by legal machinery, it will be, prac­ 
tically, “ done ” already.

LIN TIN» DISCHARGED. 


T h e C o u rt 
D isre g a rd s T e stim o n y a n d 
R e n d e rs a R ig h te o u s D ecisio n . 
The examination of a voung Chinese 
woman, Lin Ting, charged with embezzle­ 
ment, was commenced in Justice Post’s 
Court yesterday at I I a . m. She was ar­ 
rested at a Chinese Mission in San F ran­ 
cisco, on a warrant sworn to by a China­ 
man in this city, who charged her with em­ 
bezzling certain jewelry, of an alleged 
value of $55. 
The prosecution was represented by C. 
T. Jones and District Attorney El wood 
B runer; the defendant, by L. S. Taylor. 
When the Court opened a number of Chi­ 
namen entered the room, but at the request 
of the defendant's attorney they were ex­ 
cluded, with the exception of the prose­ 
cuting witness and a friend of his, who as­ 
sisted the attorneys for tlie prosecution. 
The defendant appeared in Court with the 
Matron of the mission in which she has 
taken refuge, an intelligent Chinese maiden 
from the same institution, who acted as in­ 
terpreter, and a dozen or more Christian 
ladies. 
On the opening of the case Mr. Jone3 
said he had read an article in the R e c o r ii- 
U n io n intim ating that this was a case of 
kidnaping—that the charge was trumped 
up in order to get possession of the woman. 
He had told the Chinaman who employed 
him that if such proved to be the case lie 
would prosecute them to the full extent of 
the law. H e had examined into the merits 
of the case with a degree of caution, and he 
could see no earmarks of kidnaping. 
He 
desired a full and complete investigation. 
Mr. Taylor said this was a case not dis-’ 
similar in any respect to previous ones, in 
which the only thing sought to be obtained 
was the body of tlie woman, in order to 
continue her in a life of shame and slav­ 
ery. H e liad hoped that the war of the re­ 
bellion had blotted out every vestige of 
hum an slavery, aud he regarded it as a 
shame that a hum an being should be 
brought into Court in order to return her to 
a life of bondage. 
Justice Post said Mr. Taylor is a lawyer, 
and as such he must be aware of the fact 
that the law makes no distinction between 
a Chinaman and a white man. The Courts 
must not be blamed for legislative faults. 
When a Chinaman makes a complaint that 
he has been robbed 


H E HAS A RIGHT TO A WARRANT. 
He did not doubt but that cases had been 
brought in this State for the purposes al­ 
leged by counsel, but the Court must in­ 
vestigate and hear the evidence. 
He 
thought there was considerable sentimental 
bosli indulged in over some of these cases, 
and referred to one tried not long since, 
where the woman herself desired to be kept 
in slavery. 
Mr. Taylor said that in his rem arks he 
had not intended to tuake a personal re­ 
flection upon the Court. 
He was there to 
defend this unfortunate hum an being, and 
he would stand by her to the last. 
District Attorney Bruner also referred to 
the article in the R e c o r d- U n i o n , claiming 
it had done him an injustice. He then re­ 
lated all the circumstances connected with 
the case, so far as he was concerned, stating 
that he had taken every precaution possi­ 
ble : had fully satisfied him self before he 
would have anything to do with it. 
He 
requited them to bring him their wit­ 
nesses, three in num ber; he had written to 
the Mission regarding the matter, and had 
thrown around all the safeguards possible 
before he ordered the arrest. 
He could do 
no more than this. 
He would not be doing 
his duty if under those circumstances he 
had refused to comply with their request. 
They had rights that he, as an officer of 
the law, must respect. 
He said he was not 
to be deterred from doing his duty by what 
appears in the R e c o r d - U n i o n or any other 
paper. 


t h e i n v e s t i g a t i o n . 
Sung Si, the pro3ecuiing witness, was then 
called to the stand. 
He was a very hard- 
looking citizen, with a sallow complexion, 
high cheek bones, and about as much ex­ 
pression to his features as are discernible 
in the face of an Egyptian tntunmv of the 
time of Pharaoh.

He minutely detailed how 
he had loaned the defendant, Lin Ting, a 
lot of jewelry to wear upon a “ state occa­ 
sion,” when Celestials are observing rites 
supposed to be pleasing to those that have 
“ gone before” and are playing Chinese 
fiddles around the throne of their “ big 
jo ss” in the Celestial's heaven. These 
trinkets consisted of 


a p a ir o k b r a c e l e t s 
W orth, he said, $-70, some gold toothpicks 
and an t ar-spoon of same material attached 
to a gold chain, from which dangled an 
“ American m an's” gold half-eagle, a nug­ 
get of the same “ valuable stuff,” and other 
trinkets of intrinsic value, all of which he 
estimated to be worth “at least” $55. He 
was a “chum ” ot the defendant’s husband, 
and bad loaned the same valuables to the 
defendant to wear in the I-street fashion­ 
able circles during the holidays just prior to 
aud succeeding the Chinese New Year. She 
had on that occasion returned them to him 
in “due form.” The last time she obtained 
these “valuables,” some two weeks ago, 
she left town, and he had not since “laid 
eyes on his keepsakes.” He had heard 


SHE WAS IN TH E MISSION 
At San Francisco, and had procured her 
arrest. 
He demanded his property, and 
also that she should he punished for her 
misconduct. He then gave a detailed state 
ment of his efforts to get back his property, 
of h's visit to the Mission, and the cool re­ 
ception lie received at that institution. 
Lin Ting when he called “ was in," but 
sent out "her r e g r e t s she did not care to 
see him. 
The next witness said he was a cook by 
profession, and at one time was employed 
at the Mississippi Kitchen. For som etime 
past he had been a gentleman of leisure, 
and was passing the tim e pleasantly in 
Chinatown. 
He was a friend of Sing Si, 
and was passing a few leisure moments 
with the latter in his palatial quarters npon 
I street one day, when Lin T ng came tim ­ 
idly to the door, asked to see Sing Si pri­ 
vately and borrowed the jewelry in ques­ 
tion. 
H e saw Sing Si open his pillow, t ike 
therefrom the valuables, deposit them in 
her hands, wilh the injunction that they be 
returned on Saturday. 


H E BOUGHT THE JEW ELRY . 
Next a rather good-looking Chinaman 
was put upon the stand, who could be “got 
at” without the use of an interpreter. 
He 
bought the valuables for $23, and had pre­ 
sented them to his wife. A friend was 
present when he paid over *he coin. lie 
was very particular to tell all he knew 
about the case. H e seemed to be well up 
in ihe business, and answered the questions 
of the attorney for the prosecution in fine 
style. H e related at length the conversa­ 
tion lie had with the defendant, and pro­ 
duced a soiled pair of stockings and a piece 
of female apparel, which be claimed she 
had left at his room in the third storv of a 
house on Dupont street. 
He had "never 
seen the prosecuting witness; did not 
know him by sig h t; had never com m uni­ 
cated with hitn. and all he wanted was to 
get his $23 back. 


HARK, FROM THE TOMB A DOLEFUL SOUND. 
Another Chinaman was put upon the 
stand, who claimed to be a resident of San 
Francisco. He had a ghoulish appearance 
and admitted that he was a professional 
grave digger. 
H e was in the "resurree- 
1 0 1 business,” and scraped the bones of 
the “ departed Mongols” preparatory to 
their being shipped to the Flowery King­ 
dom. 
He knew the defendant, and wit­ 
nessed her sell the bracelets and ear spoon 
fo r“ forty-six pieces of silver,” $23, in half­ 
dollar pieces, to a Chinaman, in San Fran­ 
cisco. He saw her receive the money and 
identified the articles in evidence as the 
identiia! ones she sold. 
Deputy Constable Swift, who made the 
arrest, stated that he went to the Mission 
and was told by the Chinaman who swore 
to the warrant to compromise the matter, 
if possible, for $55. Tlie defendant denied 
having had the property, and she was 
brought here by process of law. 
No Chi­ 
naman was allowed to see her en route. 


A BUNGLING JO E. 
At this point it was noticed that the 
bracelets were not united with a clasp, and 
were those intended for a small child. The 
defendant took them in her hand and could 
not get the points of all her fingers through 
them . This evident mistake on the pan of 
the prosecuting witness in making up his 
proofs caused a broad smile throughout the 
Court-room. Their diameter Is just one- 
third larger than a silver dollar, and would 
fit rather snugly a child of ten years. 
Lin 
Ting has a big hand, and a good-sized 
wrist, which could never be confined in so 
sm all a space. 
The prosecuting witness was asked if he 
ever saw Lin Ting wear them, and, seeing 
the dim inutive proportions of the jewelry, 
said be never had. H e did not, however, 
con-ect the statem ent about her wearing 
them at Ute Chinese New Y«ar festival. 


Another Chinaman was put upon the 
stand to correct the size of the bracelets. 
He said his wife did not wear larger ones, 
i They unriveted them to put them on. rr 
■ slipped them over the hand with the use of 
soap. 
. 
TH E DEFENSE. 
Ah Jane, a handsome 18 year-old girl, 
who has been an inm ate of the Mission for 
twelve years, and is interpreter ot that in­ 
stitution, was 
the first witness called. 
She 
is 
a 
bright 
girl, speaks 
Eng­ 
lish fluently, described the condition of the 
unfortunate woman when she first came lo 
the Home, and of ihe visit of Soon Si to 
the institution in quest of her. 
W hen he 
came he tried to force his way into the 
room, asked for Lin Ting, and claimed she 
had stolen a finger-ring that belonged to 
him. 
The woman, when she arrived, 
turned over her purse to the Matron, which 
contained $1 50 in silver. 
Lin Ting was 
upstairs, and did not see Soon Si on his 
visit. Witness went upstairs, asked the 
woman if she had a tinger-ring or any jew­ 
elry belonging to the Sacramento China 
man, and she denied ever having anything 
belonging to him . 


SHE TESTIFIES IN H ER OWN BEHALF. 
Lin Ting, the defendant, was the next 
witness. She said she was 20 years of age. 
Two years ago she was Kidnaped in China, 
brought to California and sold into slavery. 
She had, against her will, been compelled 
to live a life of shame in a house of prosti­ 
tution. 
H er husband dill not work but 
lived off her earnings. 
He was an opium 
fiend. 
He would whip her when she did 
not have money to give him , and threat­ 
ened some tim e ago if she did not raise 
him $1,500 he would sell her. Shethen de­ 
termined to seek refuge in the Mission 
Home for Chinese women, and had done 
so. She denied ever having seen 


SOON SI OR H IS JEW ELRY , 
And stated that all his testimony and that 
of the other witnesses for the prosecution, 
so far as it related to her stealing, having 
in her possession or selling any of the 
jewelry described, was a lie. She did not 
deny the visit to the Chinam an’s housa 
where it was alleged she sold the jewelry. 
She did not deny leaving a pair of stock­ 
ings there, saving she hud forgotten them. 
She then described in detail her flight 
from her master to the Mission, where she 
proposes to become educated and live a 
different life. 
J. F. Russell, a practical jeweler, was 
put upon the stand as an expert, and said 
the bracelets were not worth over $7 and 
the ear spoon $4. 
Mr. Bruner was placed upon the stand, 
and stated that Soon Si described the 
jewelry m inutely before the warrant was 
issued and he said nothing about a finger 
ring. 
The case was submitted without argu­ 
ment, and the Court took it under advise­ 
m ent for tw enty minutes. 
THE DEFENDANT DISCHARGED. 
The Court retired to a rear room with the 
Court Reporter, and at 5 p. m . returned. 
After Court was called to order, Judge Post 
said : During the few moments recess I 
have carefully considered this case in all 
its bearings. The past life of this woman, 
especially that portion since she came to 
California, is one that excites feelings of 
sym pathy and disgust. She seems to de­ 
sire to leave that life she has been living, 
and I find her in the hands of Christian 
women. 
W ithout saying anything in re­ 
gard to her guilt or innocence, I declare 
the defendant discharged.

GYMNASTIC MEMORIZING. 


Y ale N o o d les W ho E x p e c t to L e a rn th e 
B ib le by H e a r t. 
W hen the fifty theological students now 
studying the new system of memorizing 
begin preaching they will be able to remem­ 
ber everything from Genesis to Revelation, 
and talk two hours on a stretch without 
any sign of notes, if Prof. Loizette’s method 
is as good as he claims. 
At all events, he 
has built a fortune by teaching it, and has 
been indorsed by some of the leading men 
of Oxford University, England. Professor 
Harper of the Theological School has in ­ 
vestigated the matter, aud says that the 
system is logical, philosophical" and practi­ 
cal, and has proved of great benefit to him 
in his studies, although he has mastered 
only one sixth of the course of study. The 
whole course is comprised in six pam ph­ 
lets, and the ordinary man can master it in 
about six weeks, giving an hour a day to it. 
Prof. Brastow has also been interested it it. 
Each pupil is required to give bonds that 
he will not teach the system. 
Prof. Harper s amanuensis, Mr. W hite, 
has invented a system, details of which are 
not yet entirely worked out, but which has 
beeu successfully used. 
Most wonderful 
feats can be performed by adepts in this 
style of mental gymnastics, such as re­ 
peating 400 unconnected words, calling by 
nam e every one in a gathering of 500 or 600 
people who have been rapidly introduced, 
etc. Mark Twain, whose memory has al­ 
ways been poor, took a few lessons, and 
succeeded in memorizing three columns of 
a New York paper while riding from New 
York to Hartford. H e says it will make a 
man remember anything except to pay his 
debts. Already over fifty theologues "have 
invested $10 each, aud the course will be­ 
gin some tim e this week. 
Prof. Loizette 
allows a committee to fill in 400 squares 
marked on a blackboard with numbers of 
four figures each. Then^iie is blindfolded, 
the figures are read to him once, and he is 
able to repeat them forward or backward, 
to tell the num ber in any square, and to 
tell the square if the num ber in it is told 
him.—New Haven Palladium.

STATE FISH COMMISSIOXERS. 


M a tte r s A c te d l p o n a t Y e ste r d a y 's M e e t­ 
in g o f th e H o a rd . 
A regular m eeting of the Board of Fish 
Commissioners was held at the Union Ho­ 
tel yesterday, oniy Commissioners Iioutier 
and Sherwood being present, Mr. Downey 
not having arrived from Los Angeles. 
Chief Patrol J. \Y. W iliage made a report 
as to the condition of affairs on the lower 
river and bays. Among other matters, he 
referred to the recent capture in Suisun 
bay by him self and an assistant—not by 
officer Ivinlock, of Soisun, as has hereto­ 
fore been reported, though that gentleman 
happened to be of the party as a spectator 
—ot tour Chinam en for violating ihe law 
by fishing with sturgeon lines, about three 
an i a hail miles of which they had in use, 
with sm all hooks at intervals of eight or 
ten inches. The weather was very stormy 
at the time, and as the steamer Governor 
Stonem an could not be used, a lileboat was 
pressed into service for the occasion. The 
Chinam en were taken to Fairfield, where 
they were subsequently convicted and lined 
each. 
The}' offered to compromise on 
paym ent of ^150, hut the full am ount was 
demanded, and will probablv be paid. 
Mr. W iliage reported the Governor Stone­ 
m an to have received the necessary repairs, 
which have nut her in good condition. 
Form s of license blanks for the various 
classes provided for by law were examined 
by the Board and accepted. It was resolved 
that the work of issuing the licenses should 
he prosecuted vigorously and at once. 
John Coon, of Colusa county, was ap­ 
pointed a Deputy Fish Commissioner, with 
power to arrest offenders. 
1 
Captain Todinan, of Lake Tahoe, was 
authorized to take trout out of season, for 
the purpose of obtaining spawn, from 
which to raise iish at a private hatchery for 
the replenishing of the supply in the lake. 
Deputy I nited States Fish Commissioner 
lledding was not present, contrary to ex­ 
pectation. but the subject of the expected 
arrival of a carload of lobsters from the 
E ast for planting was discussed, and it was 
decided to appropriate $.500 toward the sum 
of $l,o00 necessary to defray the expense 
of ihe shipm ent. 
The lobster car will 
start for California about the 25th inst. 
Relative to fish-ladders, the Board ex­ 
pressed determination to have the law en­ 
forced. 
As to the obstructions in the 
American at Salmon Falls, it was decided, 
as fish cannot ascend the falls at low water, 
to blast the rock away sufficiently, when 
the river is at a low stage, to enable them 
to pass, anil the Matoma Company will be 
called upon to construct a ladder at their 
dam. 
It was stated that before the dam 
was built large numbers of salmon were 
frequently caught at Colonia. 
The next meeting of the Board will be 
held at San Francisco. 


R o o m lto b b e il. 
Yesterday morning, when Dr. A. H. 
Dixon, who is stopping at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel, was aroused in season to take the 
early train for San Francisco, he found that 
w hile he slept a thief had entered his 
apartm ent, and stolen from him $295 and 
his watch and chain. The night before the 
doctor liad informed the night clerk of the 
hotel that he bad business at the Bay m ak­ 
ing It absolutely necessary that he should 
go down by the first train, and he therefore

One gentleman, who a 
few days ago found the little crickets ap­ 
pearing in a swarm, procured a quantity of 
buhach. and thinks the dose administered 
was quite effective, though he could not 
reach all cf the little fellows, many of 
them running off and hiding like young 
quail. 
W herever they are found in nuru- 
bers the grass becomes yellow and dies out. 
In Captain Siddons’ yard much damage 
was done by them, necessitating resowing.

HINTS FOR HOUSEWIVES. 


Grained woods shonld be washed with 
cold tea, and then, after being wiped dry, 
rubbed witli linseed oil. 
Cloths dipped into hot potáto water are 
recommended for immediate and complete 
relief in the severest cases of rheumatism. 
A.piece of charcoal laid upon a burn will 
ease it almost immediately, and if kept 
there about an hour, it is said, the wound 
will be entirely healed. 
If roses become wilted before they can be 
put in water, immerse the ends' of the 
stalks in very hot water for a minute or 
two, and they will regain their pristine 
freshness. 
YYhen attacked by palpitation of the 
heart, let the patient lie down aa soon as 
possible on the right side, partially on the 
face. 
In this position the heart 'will re­ 
sume its action almost immediately. 
Oilcloths should never be washed in hot 
soap suds; they should tirst he washed 
clean with cold water, then rubbed drv 
with a cloth wet in milk. The same treat­ 
m ent applies to a stone or slate hearth. 
Lime water may be made cheaply by 
taking a fresh piece of lime as large as an 
egg, pouring two quarts of soft water on it 
and allowing it to stand tw oorthres hours, 
shaking it occasionally. Bottle and keep 
for use. 
To preserve goods from moths do not 
use camphor in any form. 
Pieces of tar 
paper laid in fur boxes and in closets are a 
better protection. 
Five cents will buy 
enough to equip all the packing boxes and 
closets of a large house for a year. 
To cure a felon saturate a bit of grated 
wild turnip the size of a bean with spirits 
of turpentine, and apply to the affected 
part. It relieves the pain at once, and in 
twelve hours or less there will be a hole to 
the bone. Dress with sticking salve, and 
the finger will get well. 
Never place fresh eggs near lard, fruit, 
cheese, fish or any other article from 
which any odor arises. The eggs are ex­ 
tremely active in absorbing power, and in 
a very short time they will be contam i­ 
nated by the particles of objects in their 
neighborhood, by which the peculiar and 
exquisite taste of a new-laid egg will he de­ 
stroyed. 
A bottle of turpentine should be kept in 
every house, for its uses are numerous. A 
few drops sprinkled where cockroaches 
congregate will exterminate them at once; 
also ants, red or black. 
Moths will flee 
from the odor of it. 
Besides, it is an ex­ 
cellent application fot a burn or cut. It 
will take ink stains out of white muslin, 
when added to soap, and will help to 
whiten clothes if added to them while 
boiling.

No less than twenty-seven large quarto vol­ 
umes have been issued, illustrated by about 
2,000 full page lithographic plates, some 80 
charts and diagrams, and many hundred 
photographs and wood cuts. At least seven 
volumes more will be necessarv, but it is 
expected that the whole work will be com­ 
pleted by March, 1888. This famous expe­ 
dition which has thrown so much light on 
the darkness of the deep sea left England, 
it will be remembered, December 21, 1872, 
and returned May 25, 1870, after a voyage 
of more than 80,000 miles. The party, un­ 
der Dr. YVyville Thompson, made dredg­ 
ings and soundings in ull the oceans, and 
secured im portant collections, representing 
a host of new discoveries concerning sub­ 
marine life and conditions.

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The very copious rains that have fallen 
throughout the entire State during the past 
week insures, so far as hum an foresight can 
determine, a most plentiful harvest. 
The 
showers which have brought this great 
prom ise of prosperity upon the State, could 
not have been more opportunely placed in 
tr e season. If there should be no extended 
north wind within the next two or three 
weeks the growth of grain will so cover 
the ground as in most casees to prevent the 
ground drying badly, before the crops m a­ 
ture. 
All in all, the outlook for California 
was never brighter than at the present 
time. 
TH E SH EEP INDUSTRY. 
A well-known authority on the sheep in­ 
dustry of this country says that it is in a 
transition state. 
This, ’ as a m atter of 
course, always will be more or less so. for 
the reason that fashion dictates the quality 
of wool of which dress material is made. 
Notwithstanding 
this, 
the 
prom inent 
breeds, as, for instance, the American 
merino—the most superior breed of line- 
wooled sheep in the world—will always re­ 
m ain distinct. So will the Southdown 
among m utton sheep. 
The composite 
breeds will vary as the years go on, some 
gaining the dignity of' distinct breeds, 
w hile the inferior will die out and cease 
to b e known. The United States now pro­ 
duces about all the tine wool that is used 
in the country. The 70,000,000 pounds im ­ 
ported last year was principally carpet 
wools. 
People will come more and more 
to the keeping of sheep in small flocks on 
every farm, at least to the extent of such 
forage and crops as cannot otherwise be so 
profitably disposed of. In fact, sheep must 
lecome a part of the regularly kept ani­ 
mals of every farm, paying some profit in 
mutton and wool, but the principal and 
increasing value lying in the enrichment 
of the soil.—Herald of Trade. 


TO DE8TBOY MOTHS. 
Lester Cross of Stockton says : "To de­ 
stroy the moth by banding the trees, I 
have an objection, for the reason that it 
takes up too m uch valuable time, and time 
is money. It takes m uch time and labor 
to visit 100 trees once a week or ten days to 
exam ine the bands and search for and kill 
any pests that may have congregated un­ 
der the bands. My remedy is to wash the 
tree w ith concentrated lye reduced to the 
strength of strong wood-ashes lye. Tie 
some woolen rags on a broom handle or 
some other suitable stick quite tight, and 
rub the body of the tree and limbs as far 
up as practicable. This washing and the 
lye running down to the roots of the tree 
will kill all insect pests that lind shelter. 
This treatm ent supersedes the necessity of 
banding the trees. I don’t wish to be big­ 
oted in regard to m y own treatm ent. 1 am 
sanguine that my remedy is preferable to 
any that has yet been tried, and my 
opinion is founded upon the good result's 
of m any years’ experience and observa­ 
tion, and I shall be eighty-four if I live to 
the 10th day of March next. If orchardists 
prefer poison on their trees I would recom­ 
mend them to use Paris green ; it is a far 
more powerful poison than arsenic, and 
will not rem ain m uch longer on the trees, 
and not hu rt the toliage.” 


WHY AND HOW CREAM RISES. 
The im portant conclusion reached by 
Mr. Curtis in his article on this subject in 
the Dairy Department, is well worth read­ 
ing and studying. 
It is of interest to the 
large and sm all dairym an alike. We, how­ 
ever, can hardly agree with him as to the 
m anner in which cooling aids the cream in 
rising. The cream is not diffused or mixed 
through ihe m ilk as one liquid mixes with 
another sim ilar one, but more as a tinely- 
divided solid would mix through a liquid. 
Under a strong microscope the fatty parti­ 
cles are shown to be spherical in shape. 
They appear just like the small drops of 
emulsified fat in a m ixture of oil and water 
shaken together. 
The specific gravity of whole m ilk is 
1,030, of skim milk, 1,034, and of butter 
fat, 042, when water is taken at 1,000 
ounces per cubic foot. The difference of 
specific gravity between these little bodies 
of fat and the m ilk they displace, is 92. 
That is, the little bodies are only nine- 
tenths as heavy as the milk they displace, 
which is sufficient difference to cause them 
to rise to the top and fioat. As above stated, 
the water is a good conductor of heat, and 
contracts rapidly, while the fat globules are 
poor conductors, and lose their heat very 
slowly. The more rapid contraction of 
the water still further widens the difference 
of specific gravity and aids the rising of the 
cream. 
It is quite probable that the differ­ 
ence in the specific gravity is greater at a 
tem perature near 30°, than at w anner 
tem perature, even after the globules have 
assumed the same temperature as the en­ 
veloping liquid. 


GRAFTING GRAPES. 
W hat is the best time and mode for 
grafting grapes ? This question is asked 
the Canadian Horticulturist, the editor of 
which replies: Propagators differ as to the 
best tim e for cleft grafting the grape vine, 
but probably it may be done with best suc­ 
cess in spring, just before the buds begin to 
swell. Any one fam iliar with the ordi­ 
nary method of top grafting the apple tree, 
will have little trouble. The vine is cut 
off three or four inches below the surface 
of the ground, split with a grafting chisel, 
and held open with a wedge until the scion 
is fitted to its place. The scion need not 
be over six inches long, and should have a 
wedge-shaped end, smoothly cut, to fit the 
cleft in such a m anner that when it is al­ 
lowed to close the bark of the old and new 
wood will be in close union. Use no grafting 
wax ; but, if necessary, tie the cleft with a 
string, and then heap the earth carefully 
about the graft, leaving but one bnd of the 
scion above the surface. Or, if the stump 
is old and nottv. you may splice-graft a 
smaller branch. Do this at a distance of 
two or three feet from the stump, and then 
lay the grafted branch down carefully, 
fasten It in place with a peg. and cover the 
graft with earth, pressing it down firmly. 
Leave one bud above the ground, and when 
you see signs of growth, rub off all the 
others between the branch and the main 
stump. 


HARDY VARIETY OF ORANGES. 
The fact that orange trees, when young 
and tender, are sometimes affected by the 
coldest weather—both in the southern and 
central parts of the State—makes it always 
desirable to secure as hardy varieties as 
possible, and this will always be kept in 
view by nurserymen and orchardists. A 
new variety has recently been introduced 
in this State from Japan, concerning which 
the Rural Californian says : 
W. II. Barbour, of the Azusa, went up to 
San Francisco early last m onth to look at 
a new Japanese orange just being intro­ 
duced into this country by the Japanese 
Tree Im porting Company, of 120 Sutter 
street. H e was so favorably impressed 
with the fruit that he purchased 500 trees 
and will 
distribute 
them 
throughout 
Southern California. 
This new candidate 
for public favor is named the Oonsbiu, and 
is grafted on wild lemon, the stock being 
Íiartly deciduous, very hardy, a"nd calcu- 
ated’ to stand considerable frost. 
The 
orange is described as resembling our Tan­ 
gerine, the skin parting freely irom the 
pulp, being very sweet and entirely seed­ 
less. 
The tree is a dwarf, growiDg 12 to 15 
feet in hight. and doing well when planted 
10 feet apart, being characterized as " a 
prolific bearer.” 
We judge that this will 
be a valuable addition to the citrus fruits 
of this State, because it can be grown in 
localities where the Navel would be killed 
or stunted by cold weather. 


NEW METHODS OF DESTROYING SCARE. 
The experim ent of treating scale insect 
to gas as an exterm inator is being tried in 
southern California by Mr. Coquillette, the 
entomologist, but the merits of the remedy 
do not seem to be yet determined. The 
Orange Tribune thus refera to the subject: 
The gas treatm ent for scale-bugs has not 
proved a success here yet, but the tests 
may not have been a fair one. The tent, 
when unrolled in Orange, was found to be 
acid-eaten, and the gentlemen who made 
the application are fearful of results. As it 
is a large percentage of the bugs are killed, 
but there are m any yet alive. It is prob­ 
able that Messrs. Craw and Coquillette will 
be back to make another trial before long, 
and we hope that they will be able to de­ 
m onstrate that they can accomplish all 
thev claim. In the meantime our fruit- 
rais’e rs should remember that there is vir­ 
tue in “ paste,” and should use it vigor- 
ouslv. 
Is will “ hold the fort,” and beats 
Bitting still a long ways. Paste the bugs. 


TH E PROFIT IN PRUNES. 
The Napa Register, speaking of the pro­ 
fits in prune-growing, say s: 
Out on 8. M. Tool’s fraíí farm, north­ 


west of Napa, this last season, ten tons of 
prunes were gathered from seventy trees. 
Figuring this fruit at $30 per ton (a low 
estimate;, the yield of those trees would 
be $300. There are usually from 100 to 130 
trees to the acre. These ten tons were 
therefore the product of two-thirds of an 
acre of ground. Four hundred and fifty 
dellars an acre for one season's yield of 
prunes is not bad in a country where good, 
unimproved land is offered at from $25 to 
$100 per acre and the best improved land 
with bearing vines and trees can be bought 
for $250 to $350. 


GENERAI, NOTES. 
Fresno and Merced farmers are begin­ 
ning to use the steam plow. 
The quality of the salt has much to do 
with the finish of prime butter. 
A Merced farmer poisoned over 20,000 
jack rabbits in the last four years. 
Florida perfume makers are buying 
orange-blossoms at ten cents a pound. 
The refuse of wineries is being used with 
excellent success by the farmers in Yolo 
county. 
The weight of any horse should be in 
the bone and muscle, rather than in a 
superabundance of fat. 
Seven-tenths of the dry portion of corn 
is pure starch, and starch forms about four- 
fifths of all the hum an food. 
Milk sold at 3 cents a quart pays about 
the same net as butter sold for 28 cents a 
pound, says an Eastern expert. 
The cross of the Dominick and light 
Brahma produces a tlock with small combs, 
which matures early and lays a large num ­ 
ber of egg?. 
The new breed of fowls, the Minorcas, 
are claimed to be red-faced black Spanish, 
but are hardier than the Spanish. They lay 
larger eggs than any other breed of fowls. 
Good mules are always in demand, and 
as they are more easily"raised than horses, 
it would probably pay to make a specialty 
of them on large larm s where pasture is 
abundant. 
Don’t spend money in buying trees nor 
labor in planting them, unless you intend 
to care for them afterward. Good trees can 
no m orebegiow n without good care than 
can good colts or calves. 
The richest soil does not always produce 
the healthiest vines or finest grapes. Fre­ 
quently the land may not be worth $5 an 
acre, while the climate may be worth $100 
an acre for grape-growing.—Rural Califor 
nian. 
The Santa Itosa Democrat says : “Town 
Marshal Hoyt preserves grapes perfectly 
for m onths by cutting out all imperfect 
grapes from the clusters, herm eticallv seal­ 
ing the end of the cluster in hot fruit-wax 
and keeping them in a cool place.” 
Good farmers differ from poor tanners in 
th is : The former study» economy in all 
things. They cultivate no more land than 
they can cultivate well. 
They do not 
weaken the result of their forces by dif­ 
fusion, but strengthen them bv concentra­ 
tion. 
We curry the horse and keep his skin 
clean, yet the cow is overlooked. Consid­ 
ering the im portance of the strictest clean­ 
liness in the dairy, it is a duty that should 
receive attention. 
Loose hairs, dirt in the 
milk, filthy skin and stable odors will 
thus be partially prevented. 
A newly-discovered Mexican flower is 
quite a wender, if reports are true. It is 
said to be white in the morning, red at 
noon and blue at night; and is further 
credited with em itting perfume at the mid­ 
dle of the day. It grows on a tree of the 
Isthm us of Tehuantepec. 
Such is the dem and for the olive oil 
made by Ellwood Cooper, of Santa Bar­ 
bara, that he has issued a circular stating 
that a pro rata distribution of his oil must 
be made to his customers. 
This demand 
for a pure article is encouraging to the 
owners of young olive orchards.’— Rural 
Californian. 
The local insect inspectors are m aking a 
vigorous war on the scale bugs, and all 
trees coming into this station are subjected 
to a close examination. In a num ber of 
cases the trees have been destroyed. The 
"w hite scale” has not made its appearance 
since found on one tree in the W olf or­ 
chard, 
which 
was 
destroyed.—Pomona 
Times. 
Napa sends greeting to Los Angeles with 
the information that lemon tree growths 
for the year in this vicinity measure as 
high as twelve and one-half feet! 
To ver­ 
ify this statement the Napa Land Company 
exhibits a shoot taken from the orange 
and lemon orchard of K irk Sackett, south­ 
west of Napa. From the same orchard we 
have a branch well loaded with full-grown 
lemons.—Napa Register. 
For borers in the trunk of an apple tree 
the best preventive application is soft soap, 
made into a paste with soda, or air-slacked 
lime, and applied especially to the crotch 
of the tree for a short distance up on the 
larger branches; 
the rain will wash it 
down far enough to protect the lower part 
of the trunk, and the beetles will not lay 
their eggs on the bark thus coated. This 
should be put on in May or early in June. 
In setting out a young orchard' the rows 
should be numbered and a map of them 
made, to indicate the varieties. This is 
especially im portant in orchards for family 
use containing a tree or two of m any va­ 
rieties. Then if the labels are lost or de­ 
stroyed and a tree dies, the owner can at 
once know what variety» it is and replace it 
with the same or one of like season and 
character. 
The buhach plantation ju sta few miles 
west of Merced ten years ago was a sandy» 
desert, and to-dav it' is the garden spot of 
Merced county. 
W hat has made it such? 
W hy. irrigation and labor. The planta­ 
tion has the most thorough system of irri- 
tion of any place in the county. The plan­ 
tation is now employing thirty men who 
are engaged in cultivating the plant from 
vvhich buhach is manufactured.—Merced 
Express. 
A Colorado alfalfa-grower says that after 
experimenting he has come to the conclu­ 
sion that timothyvmay with advantage be 
sowed on the same ground with the former 
plant. From four to six pounds oftim othv 
to the acre is the ratio used, and the ex­ 
perim enter says that the hay from this 
m ixture sells for $2 to $3 a ton more than 
the pure alfalfa. 
Besides it is claimed that 
it makes much better feed, both green and 
dry, and that it is far safer to pasture cattle 
on alfalfa and tim othy mixed than upon 
the former alone. This is an experiment 
worth trying by California alfalfa-growers.

A SARDINE’S STORY. 


T h e D a t e or D e a t h .— M. Meguin claims 
to be able to determine the date ot death by 
studying the generations of acariña which 
have been at work upon the body. Brou- 
ardel produced the cadaver of a young wo­ 
man before the French Academy of Medi­ 
cine, which had lain in a cellar'for a year. 
He was able to trace five different species 
of acariña, and the order of succession and 
duration of each species. One specie con­ 
sumes the fatty acids, another nbsorbs the 
fluids, and each dies when its work is ended. 
The period of life of each in sum mer is from 
six to eight weeks. In a case of murder in 
which the remains of the victim were dis­ 
covered in a garden, Meguin was able to es­ 
tablish the date of burial with great accura­ 
cy. The value of these observations and de­ 
ductions. if confirmed, cannot be overesti­ 
mated, as barely a month passes without the 
discovery of a murdered body, and in the 
course of the prosecution the probable date 
of death is always an im portant factor. So 
far as we know no one has taken up this 
work of Meguin, Brouardel and Labouthene 
iu this country, yet it would seem that no 
field offers more inducements to the med­ 
ico-legal expert than the one just opened by 
these enterprising French savants.—Science

H ow to P ro m o te H e a lth . 
After all that has been stated of the 
effects of the atmosphere in high altitudes 
or at the level of the sea, the influence of 
forests and ocean, of sea coasts and interior 
places, hum idity and dryness, cold and 
heat, the winds, electricity and ozone, and 
no m atter what of other conditions, the 
param ount considerations tor the promo­ 
tion of health are an abundance of pure 
air and sunshine and outdoor exercise. 
W ithout these, no climate is promotive of 
health or propitious for the cure of dis­ 
ease; and with them, it is safe to say, the 
hum an powers of aciomiuodation are such 
that it is difficult to distinguish the pecu­ 
liarities of any climate by their joint results 
on the health and longevity of its subjects. 
Bell's “ Climatology.” 
The above is well and truly said, and the 
most im portant of the three requisites 
enumerated is “outdoor exercise.” 
Going 
to the springs, going to the seaside, or go­ 
ing to the m ountains is all good for in­ 
valids, but going into the garden in any 
reasonable kind of a climate and working 
in the ground with the hoe or spade mod­ 
erately, but with 
sufficient 
outlay 
of 
strength to produce a reasonable degree of 
perspiration, for one, two or three hours 
daily, will do more to promote health than 
either medicine, springs, seaside or m ount­ 
ain. We have tried it, and know of what 
we write. W e have witnessed the benefi­ 
cial effects of moderate exercise of that 
kind—work—in others, and we know that 
it is of more value and infinite less cost 
than the best mineral springs that ever ex­ 
isted. 
The great trouble with by far the 
large majority of invalids is lack of exer­ 
cise of the right kind—of work that will 
make the sweat start and flow Ireely for 
one or two hours daily. 
The writer once left San Francisco and 
spent nine months in traveling, and came 
back but little batter than when he went 
away. 
H e then put on a suit of old 
clothes, took a harul trowel, got down upon 
his knees, and dug in his garden, in this 
city, three or four hours a day, and in six 
weeks completely regained his health. 
Another instance: 
A young m an left 
London, England, a few years ago, and 
spent one year in traveling, reaching this 
city in the spring of the year, but little bet­ 
ter than when be started. Having been 
told of our own experience, he went up to 
Ilealdsburg, in this State, went onto a 
ranch and commenced work, when he was 
not able to use tlie lioe or spade more than 
two hours out of the twenty-four ; but he 
persevered, ami in less than six weeks lie 
was able to do a fair day’s work. 
H e re­ 
turned to this city a well man, and went 
directly to London. He dug bis health 
out ot California soil. Thousands of in ­ 
valids might do the same thing if they 
would ; but to most invalids it is bard ined' 
icine to take, and they neglect it often­ 
times to become confirmed invalids, or to 
meet an untimely death. Exercise—not 
with dumbbells, or in any way in the gym­ 
nasium, but in the open air, in the form of 
work, turning up the soil—is the best pro­ 
moter of health that can be devised. 


C liartniD g A w ay a T o o th a c h e . 
We happened not long ago to meet a 
young, well-to-do and well-educated farmer 
in a m arket town not on a market dav, and 
in the course of conversation casually 
asked him what particular business he had 
on hand. “ A very bad toothache,” he re­ 
plied. The next and natural question was 
to inquire if he had “ been and had it out.” 
Blushing to the eyes, he said : “ I dare say 
vou will think me very foolish, sir, but I've 
been to a wise man to have the pain 
charmed away. Folks say that lie’s won­ 
derful at that sort of thing, so 1 thought I 
might as well give him a trial.” This an­ 
nouncement being received with the burst 
of laughter he eviently expected, he hastily 
added: 
“ Believe it’ or not. as you like, 
sir, as soon as he said something "the pain 
went clean away, and I’ve been easy ever 
since.”

The Messrs. H erter are finishing the 
largest mosaic which has ever been made 
on this side of the A t'antic, for the arch in 
the great entrance hall of the Equitable 
Building. 
Mr. 
Francis 
Lathrop, wlio 
changed the decorations in the Metropol­ 
itan Opera House and designed the Apollo 
above the proscenium arch, is the author 
of this rem arkable piecs of work. The 
center is oocupied by a group, consisting of 
a draped woman with two draped (chil­ 
dren, who cling to her lovingly. They 
sit and stand on a raised 
dais, thus 
filling the upper section of the arch. To 
right and left are nude heroic figures 
of warriors, Greek in spirit, one holding 
a sword, the other leaning on a spear. 
The mosaic is at present visible only from 
behind, since the face of the stones are 
temporarily embedded in a fixutivc, and 
when 
the 
mosaic 
is 
erected at 
the 
Equitable will be reversed.

portions composed of glass mosaic, the 
faces of which are gold, do not tell for that 
value on the reverse. The greater part, 
however, is built of small cubes of marble,

sweep of the arch in this fine piece

work is wrought

jade green 
marble, and the pattern is somewhat 
like that of the border on the cover of the 
new Scribner’s Magazine. Along with Mr. 
Lathrop’s decorations in stained glass on 
the barrel vault of the great hall, the effect 
of this great mosaic cannot fail to be excel­ 
lent.

M a rrie d W o m e n 's R ig h ts. 
Hereafter, in the State of Ohio, a married 
woman’s rights will be coequal and coex­ 
tensive with her husband’s. 
If she possesses persoi al property it is 
her own, and it will pass to her hiisband 
only by her consent. 
If she owns separate real estate she can 
sell and convey it without consulting her 
husband. 
If she wants to mortgage or lease her 
farm or house and lot she is at perfect lib­ 
erty to do so. 
She can buy and sell, sue and be sued in 
her own name, without any intervention 
of her husband or “next friend.” 
If she is in debt when she marries, her 
husband is not bound to pay the indebted­ 
ness unless he chooses. The creditor nu-st 
collect lrom the real debtor. 
If she calls her next-door neighbor an 
antiquated parallelogram, and no better 
than the hypothenuse of a right-angled 
triangle, her unfortunate husband is not 
bound to go into Court and be mulct in 
$10,000, more or less, for slander. 
The law regarding man and wife has 
been completely revolutionized by a mere 
Act of simplification. 
In other words, the rights of man and 
wife are made exactly identical. AVhat- 
ever right the man possesses under the 
marriage relation, the same right is pos­ 
sessed by the wife w ithout modification or 
abridgment. 
W hatever a man may do, a wife may do 
also. 
According to the law of Ohio to-day, 
husband and wife are not one person, but 
two separate and distinct individuals so far 
as their independent right to acquire and 
dispose of personal, real and mixed prop­ 
erty is concerned. 
Some of the most complicated and vexa­ 
tious litigation which has ever lumbered 
up the dockets of the Ohio Courts, enriched 
lawyers and impoverished widows and or­ 
phans, will be prevented and hereafter 
rendered impossible by this law.—Cincin­ 
nati Eni/uirer. 


P h o s p h o r e s c e n t B ir d s.—A correspond­ 
ent of the Scientific American relates the 
following : 
“ In reading of the habits of 
the wading birds, and particularly of the 
crane, I do not find that naturalists give 
any account of their m anner of attracting 
their prey at night. 
My attention was 
called to the m atter while gigging for fish, 
by frequently observing dim phosphoric 
lights apppar and 
disappear along the 
shore like jack o'lanterns, which I fo ra 
long time supposed them to be. On one 
occasion I fired at such a 
light, and 
brought down a large blue crane, on which 
the phosphoric spots were clearly visible 
after death. There are two such spots, the 
larger being high up on the breast and the 
sm aller at ibe bottom of the breastbone, 
the bird having power to reveal and con­ 
ceal them at will. 
I have since stuffed 
many of the water walkers, and find that 
all have the same general arrangement of 
the feathers, and, as I believe, the same 
power of lightening up the water to attract 
the fish. 
W ill some naturalist who is 
posted on this subject please throw some 
further light upon it for the benefit of 
science?” 


F r o z e n 
M u tto n 
f r o m 
t h e F a r k r a n d 
I s l a n d s.—1The frozen meat trade is assum­ 
ing great proportions in England. A cargo 
which recently arrived at the East India 
docks, in London, consisted ot over 30,000 
frozen carcasses of m utton in excellent 
condition. This contribution to the food 
supply of London came from the Falkland 
Islands, where there are now more than 
600,000 sheep. The London Times says: 
“ The carcasses brought over are described 
as being those of sheep of prim e Canter­ 
bury type, weli fleshed, and with no su­ 
perfluous wasteful fat, and the)» average 
from sixty io seventy pounds each. Sales 
have been Effected of portions of the cargo 
at over 51 per pound.” 
The colonists 
have hitherto contented themselves with 
what they could realize from the wool, 
skin and tallow to be obtained from their 
sheep, but now, in consequence of this 
most recent development in refrigerating 
machinery, by means of cold, dry air, they 
will be able to send their mutton to the 
English market, not only to their own ad­ 
vantage, but also to that of the consumers 
over th ere; and there appears to be every» 
reason to expect that the enterprise which 
has been entered into in so practical a m an­ 
ner will result in a complete success.— 
Breeder's Journal. 


W om en as A ccountants.—The position 
of a bank cierk is eagerly sought bv voung 
men whose fathers have influence in the 
Board of Directors; boys of good habits 
and good families, who must have spend­ 
ing money and can board at home. Thev 
like the short hours and freedom from 
manual labor, and not a few are otherwise 
employed after bank hours. “ The small 
salary given is not desirable,” says a writer 
on this question, for no one could support 
a family upon it, and defalcations will not 
decrease while tim e and opportunity com­ 
bine to tem pt young men who want to 
keep horses and enjoy all the sports of the 
time. Most business men unhesitatingly 
say that women are accurate as accouut- 
ants and faithful as book-keepers end cash­ 
iers, aud while our present condition of 
moráis continues she certainly is less ad­ 
dicted to crime than her brothers, as our 
statistics prove. They are careful, consci­ 
entious and auxious to please, and there­ 
fore, as a m atter of policy, fitted to adorn 
many positions now closed to them through 
the prejudice or selfishness of m en.— Kate 
Tannalt Woods in Boston Globe.

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T h re e S u b s ta n tia l S oups. 
Beef Soup.—For a family of five or six 
persons, take a piece ol beef weighing from 
three to four pounds, with a slice of liver, 
which im parts a certain richness to the 
soup, and plenty of bones. Should m ar­ 
row bones be used, extract all the marrow 
from them , as that will m ake the soup too 
greasy. If it is desired to eat the meat 
after the soup, set it on in twice as much 
Lot water as you wish to have soup. The 
reason for using hot water is that the action 
of the heat causes the pores of the meat to 
close, leaving it jucier than when cold water 
is used. Just before ihe soup gets ready to 
boil, a thick scum will rise on the top of i t ; 
remove this carefully with a skimmer. 
After it lias begun to boil, put in an onion, 
half a barge cat rot, a few sticks of celery, 
some parsley, one tomato, nnd a small 
tablespoonful of salt. Sometimes a bay 
leaf, and some cloves and pepDercorns are 
added; but one should consult one’s taste 
before using these spices. I prefer ilie soup 
w ithout them. Time to boil, three hours. 
Mutton Soup—Mutton soup is an excel­ 
lent soup for children, especially for those 
whose bowels are out of order, "it should 
be boiled as long as beef soup, and with 
the same vegetables ; but befoie straining 
be careful to remove every particle of 
grease, as that will give a strong, disagree­ 
able taste to the soup. Take half a cupful 
of bailey, choose neither the coarsest nor 
the finest, but the quality between the two. 
Put the barley in a bowl, pour hot water 
on it. stir with a teaspoon and pour the 
water off with the particles that fioat to 
the to p ; repeat, if necessary. Then put 
the barley into a larger vessel, strain some 
of the soup over it, cut up two potatoes, 
and if agreeable to taste cut up a leek into 
half-inch pieces, and boil the barley for an 
hour. The meat should be eaten with a 
mustard or caper sauce. 
Potato Soup.—Here are two different 
ways of m aking potato soup : One way is 
to crack all the bones that are left over 
from roasts, e tc , boil them for several 
hours, and then strain into another vessel. 
Peel the potatoes, cut them in quarters and 
boil them in the broth made of the bones; 
add a leek cut into half-inch pieces, and 
some celery and parsley ; melt some beef 
drippings into a saucepan, put in two 
tablespoonfuls of (lour, stir until free from 
lumps, pour into the soup and allow it to 
boil up again. Another "way to make the 
soup is to peel, wash and boil the potatoes 
with an onion in very little water until 
so ft; then pass through a colander, put in 
a large lum p of butter, some parsley chop­ 
ped fine, and pepper and salt to suit the 
taste; add enough milk to the potatoes to 
make the soup not too thick, and, if you 
have it, half a teasponful of meat extract. 
Boil up etice and serve with croutons.— 
Emilia Cusler in Good Housekeeping. 


K itc h e n G irls a r e H u m a n , 
I question whether it has ever occurred 
to the minds that are moving on so effici­ 
ently in the great world’s good works—the 
minds of the ablest and most earnest of 
women, that within their very hands is a 
class of workers entirely overlooked i»i the 
movements for the shortening of the hours 
of labor, and for the spiritual and intel­ 
lectual elevation of the working classes. Is 
there any principle of hum anity in the 
average public sentiment, that looks con- 
sentingly on while the kitchen girl, whose 
Sunday rest rarely covers more than four 
hours, begins her week-day’s work at 5 or 
G in the morning, and ends'it at 8 at night? 
Surely, with all tlie labor to better hum an 
conditions, in which this noble arm y of 
women are engaged, this slate of affairs 
should not be overlooked. 
My idea is that we should hear far less 
of " inefficient and 
faithless 
service,” 
would employers in domestic departments 
of labor conform to the laws that rule in 
other avocations. 
The common cry is, 
“ My girl has no in.erest in her work.” 
W hat incentive can she have to interest? 
She never knows when lier work is done. 
If, in contracting with her employer, the 
the hours of labor comprising a day’s and 
week’s work were definitely agreed upon, 
and she were clear as to the fact that every 
hour over—whether on a week day or on a 
Sunday, was to count towards an extra 
week, self-interest at least—and that kind 
of interest is usually no stronger than in 
the bosom of the employer—would qui'ken 
her energies and brighten her understand­ 
ing into efficiency if any motive could. 
No employer has a right to assume, be­ 
cause she has been gilted with larger intel­ 
lectual opportunities, and is. in a sense, 
higher in the scale of hum anity than is her 
employe, that the whole time, strength, 
and the very individuality ot that employe, 
are to be absorbed in her service from the 
moment she cnteis her kitchen.

girls are human as ’.veil as other people.—

ANNUAL MEETING 
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ASSOCIATION. 


A d d ress o f th e P r e sid e n t—T he Fru't- 
U n ioa C riticised —G eneral D is­ 
c u ssio n —D irectors E lected 


The first annual meeting of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit-Growers' Association was held at 
< ¿rangers’ Hall yesterday afternoon, the 
President. It. D. Stephens, presiding, and 
W. S. Leake, Secretary. There was a good 
num ber of growers and shippers present, 
and 
a 
deep 
interest wat 
manifested 
throughout. After the reading of-the m in­ 
utes of the last meeting, a financial state­ 
m ent of the year was submitted, which 
gave the receipts and expenditures in de­ 
tail, showing a favorable condition and 
meeting the warm approbation of the 
members. Mr. Stephens then addressed 
the Association, as follows : 


ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 
Gentlemen: You have been called to­ 
gether for the purpose of giving you an 
opportunity of expressing your feelings 
and opinions as to what you believe is the 
best thing to do to create, both here and in 
the East, the best markets possible for your 
products. The meeting of stockholders of 
the California Fruit-Growers' Association 
was postponed until this time for the fol­ 
lowing reasons, the first of which was that 
assurances of the most positive character 
were given by several of the leading m em ­ 
bers of the California Fruit Union that the 
stockholders of that corporation would at 
their next annual meeting amend and 
modify the by-laws of the Union in such a 
m anner that the Board of Trustees could 
and would adopt a system through and by 
which the fruit products of California 
would be disposed of in a way that would be 
entirely satisfactory to all parties; that all 
they wanted was an opportunity of proving 
that they possessed the ability to accom­ 
plish this in the interest of the growers, 
and that if they were given a fair trial, and 
perm itted to go on without meeting with 
any formidable opposition until after the 
annual meeting of stockholders of the 
Union, at which a new Board of Trustees 
would be elected, and the new Board given 
time to formulate and promulgate the plan 
which would surely be adopted by it, then 
all growers would leel satisfied, and would 
give it a hearty support. 
The second reason was, that, by postpon­ 
ing our meeting until the present time, the 
danger period for frosts being past, at least 
so far as tree fruit is concerned, and grapes 
being in but little if any danger of injury, 
very fair and probably close estimates of 
this season’s fruit crop could be made and 
a better idea formed of what was best to be 
done to successfully market it. 


CALIFORNIA FECIT UNION NOTICED. 
In order that we may have a better un­ 
derstanding of the situation as it at present 
exists, it may be well to take into consider­ 
ation the action taken at the annual meet­ 
ing of the stockholders of the Fruit Union, 
and also what has been done by the Board 
of Trustees elected at that meeting. Now- 
let us investigate and see what was done 
at the annual meeting of stackholders of 
the Fruit Union, and it will be seen that 
everything binding and holding the Trus­ 
tees to any specific or pronounced policy 
or rule was stricken out of the by-laws. 
Nothing was permitted to rem ain that 
would in the least degree interfere with 
the will of a majority of the Board of Trus­ 
tees, therefore the natural sequences are 
that a majority of the Board of Trusiees 
will have full power and absolute control 
of all fruit placed in their hands ; they can 
send it to tuis or that place and to whom 
they wish. 
In fact their authority cannot 
be successfully disputed as to their right to 
do as they please with vour fruit after it is 
once in their hands. They can put it into 
this or that place, send if to this or that 
market, place it in the hands of any one 
whom they please, to handle, and should 
you object to any of these things, vour ob­ 
jections will am ount to nothing’; for the 
action will be law, and themselves judges 
to pass upon it, and from whose decision 
there will be no appeal. 


A VIEW AS TO THE UNION'S SUCCESS. - 
Ic may be that we could not employ a 
portion of our time to a better advantage 
than to devote a few minutes to investi­ 
gating what reason and common sense 
teaches us will be the result, in the event 
the Union succeeds as a corporation, the 
only way it can possiblv succeed—which 
means that one man is to control the fruit 
products of California. 
It is true (hat to 
accomplish this the interests of a few 
others—not necessarily exceeding five in 
num ber—will have to be taken into con­ 
sideration and promoted. 
In sa>ing this I do not wish to be under­ 
stood to say. impliedly or otherwise, that 
t lere are 
any members of the Fruit 
I mon dishonest, or actuated through anv 
im pure motives. It is regarded no crime 
or wrong-doing for persons to accumulate 
property and wealth, so long as they m an­ 
liest a proper respect for the rules and law 
which now prevail, and are generallv ac­ 
cepted to be just and correct. If, through 
any combination of circumstances, an op­ 
portunity's olTered a man to gain riches, 
and in doing so he takes no action that wili 
hold him amenable to either the civil or 
criminal law, and he does not improve the 
opportunity, while he may be called a 
good, honest fellow, yet he "is looked upon 
by the business world as a man totally 
void of all requisites and qualifications of 
a business man. Once upon a tim e some­ 
body wrote something which reads as fol­ 
lows : 
Vice is a monster of such hideous mien 
As to tie listed needs but to lie seen ; 
' 
But seen too oil, familiar with her face 
We first endure, then pity, them embrace. 
To illustrate, I will ask you a few ques­ 
tions, and, in doing so, I wish it understood 
that I am addressing them to each one of 
you. separately and personally. 


“ CUT YOURSELF IN HIS PLACE.” 
For example, suppose you had sixfv 
carloads of Bartlett pears, forty of peaches 
twenty of Grosse prunes, fifty of plums, 
thirty of apricots, and other varieties of 
fruit in proportion, and you possessed un­ 
disputed authority to control the disposi­ 
tion of the fruit products of California, to 
that degree, and so far as selecting the 
cities in wiiich each particular box or lot 
is to be sent, and you bad the right to name 
the man for each of the places so selected 
to act as your agent or salesman, and I will 
ask whether or not you could, under such 
circumstances, make such arrangements as 
would result in placing vour fruit iu the 
most favorable markets and to the best 
t.ossiide advantage; or. in other words, 
would you not have it in your power to 
find a m arket for your individual uroducts 
though others were sacrificed? 
‘ 
If your auswers are that you believe yon 
could, with such power in your hands,'not 
only protect, but could greatly promote 
your personal interests, the question is. 
" ould you do it ? In answering this cues­ 
tión, remember it is said that - the first law 
•of nature is self-preservation,1’ and assume 
th at the answer you give is the same as 
that ol all others, and the chances are that 
you will come very near judging what 
Others would do under such circuntstauces. 
REDUCTION OF TRANSPORTATION RATE*. 
It is the opinion of many that there has 
never been an honest and earnest effort 
made, through the powers that were and 
that still exist, in the'Fruit Union, to secure 
to the growers a reduction in rates of trans­ 
portation East on last time, and it seems 
that to a degree at least, this opinion is just­ 
ified, for it is known that some of the most 
prom inent members of the 'nion have de­ 
clared that in their judgm ent the greatest 
calamity that could possibly befall the fruit 
interests of California w ouídce a reduction 
in rates-of transportation East on passen­ 
ger-train time, to $10 per sir, or less, 
unices the fruit isconcentrated and placed 
in the hands of cue management to con­ 
trol. which means one man power. 
I will 
as* if it is reasonable to presume 'h a ts 
corporation under ike control of gentle­ 
men, enlartaiaing suak opinions, could be 
expected to appoint a committee to wait 
upon tue transportatico companitc and 
present to thetti the all-iojportant au ctio n 
of reuuaog the rates attd time consumed 
in shippiog fruit to Eastern markets *.nd 
earnestly and honestly labor to brin<- aU .it 
such a resuit, when in their judgm ent, to he 
successful (if they have been honest in tli^ 
opinions expressed, both anterior and sub­ 
sequent to their committee's waiting upon 
the railroad company), it w ofild' result 
most disastrous to the fruit interests of the 
growers, and, consequently, ruinous 
to 
•their individual interests? is it reasonable 
tc suppose that men w ill earnestly hibor to 
succeed in a matter, when success to them 
means ruination by the destruction of iiy>ir 
property ? And vet, they tell you that they 
have jab.¡red well and faithfully to bring 
pbout such a result. 


y tE .'T ti» .£ M E X T TOW ARrS ORGANIZATION. 
Two year; .ago (1385) the fruit crop in 


1 Oslifornla was verv heavy, and the supply 
was greater than the demand, consequently 
prices ruled 
low, and 
m any growers 
claimed that they could not dispose of their 
crop at reasonable and fair prices, such as 
would give them any profit 011 their capital 
invested in the production of fruit. This 
condition of affairs was claimed to exist 
because of the high rate of freight on ship­ 
ments of fruit East. The existence of such 
a feeling in the tninds of the growers 
caused tlie question to be discussed until it 
attracted the attention of Governor Stan­ 
ford, who said that he thought it a very 
im portant matter, and one which should be 
given the most careful consideration, and 
he said to a number of our growers that "if 
the fruit-growers of California will come 
togetiier and organize, so that they can, 
through an authorized head, or a commit­ 
tee representing them, state what in their 
judgment is necessary to be done by the 
railroad companies to promote tlie fruit in­ 
terests of California, and tbeir propositions 
are reasonable, no doubt there can be an 
understanding arrived at. and all differ­ 
ences adjusted in such a m anner as will be 
satisfactory to all parties interested.” 
I be­ 
lieve Governor Stanford meant what he 
then said. 
There immediately followed an effort to 
organize the growers in the way suggested 
by Governor Stanford. 
Meetings were 
called for that purpose, and an organization 
was perfected, but not such a one as was 
originally suggested. 
It is known as the 
California Fruit Union. W hat are the 
principles upon which this Union is con­ 
structed.’ Does the Union, or not, propose 
a reduction in freights to its members 
only? 
Docs the Union, or not, demand 
from its members—the great body of tbent 
—an unconditional control of their fruit? 
There is but one answer to these questions, 
and that is in the affirmative. 


OBJECTIONS AND REMEDY. 
One of the most serious objections to the 
plan adopted by the Union is that it vir­ 
tually takes all buyers out of the market, 
excepting those who, in the judgm ent of 
its management, ought to enjoy that privi­ 
lege, and for the very good reason that any 
man who possesses common sense, business 
education and qualifications to accumulate 
money ought to enable him to successfully 
conduct the business of buying fruit to 
sell in Eastern markets, has too much sound 
business sense to do so unless be can con­ 
trol the fruit he buys and dispose of it as 
be pleases. 
No sane man will buy fruit to 
sell unless he will have the right to dispose 
of it in any m arket his judgm ent dictates 
to him is best. H e will not buy it and 
place it in the hands of others to'control, 
unless he possess the power to control 
them. 
The question is frequently asked. W hat 
can De done to better things?" Many think 
that the power of the Fruit Union is so 
great that it will succeed in controlling the 
truit interests of California, not in the in­ 
terest of the grower, but of the few, and 
some believe there is 110 remedy. They 
say that the Union has got us by the throat 
with a death grip, and that nothing can be 
done to compel its managers to let go their 
hold ; while others believe that all that is 
necessary in order to solve the question of 
successfully marketing all the fruit that is 
produced, or that ever will be produced, in 
California, is for the growers to come to­ 
gether and organize for the purpose of 
properly presenting, through a "committee 
appointed for this purpose, to the railroad 
companies what they believe should be done 
to best promote their interests—to w it: a 
reduction in freight rates on shipments of 
green fruit to Eastern markets, and special 
fruit trains to be run through to the Mis­ 
souri river on passenger-train time, and 
with privilege to all who wished the use 
of such train, to ship fruit in carload lots, 
to do so. 
CARE SHOULD BE TAKEN 
That none who were members of the com­ 
mittee appointed to present to the railroad 
this matter for consideration, believed that 
to succeed would result in the destruction 
of their property, for it is not reasonable 
to presume that men would labor earnestly 
and honestly to accomplish their owii 
financial ruin. I believe that if the grow­ 
ers would come together in the right way 
and select proper and faithful representa­ 
tives—men whose hearts are in the cause 
they assumed to represent that the trans­ 
portation companies won d grant all rea­ 
sonable requests, and until this is done, 
and all growers and buyers are protected 
by securing to them equal rights and fa­ 
cilities for disposing ot our fruit products 
iu Eastern markets, there will be but little 
use in m aking efforts to get up a substan­ 
tial boom lor Central and Northern Cali­ 
fornia. 
It is not reasonable to expect that men 
will come here and invest their money in 
laud, the products of which they cannot 
control. 
Large sums of money have been 
and are continually' expended In advertis­ 
ing the “ glorious climate” we enjov, and 
the superior productive quality of our soil ; 
wiiile we all know this to be "true, yet we 
also know that higher prices cannot he ob­ 
tained for land here than now rule, un ’ess 
it is used for other purposes than raising 
wheat, barley and bay. 
Before we can 
expect to 


INCREASE THE VALUE OF OUR LANDS 
We will not only have to show that they 
will produce the finest quality of fruit in 
abundance, but also that there’will be a de­ 
mand all that can be produced. 
Before 
thrift and prosperity can reign to that de­ 
gree for our climate and country seems to 
have been specially designed, our wheat 
and barley fields m ust be transferred into 
prolific and beautiful orchards and vine­ 
yards, such as Central and Northern Cali­ 
fornia is canable of producing. 
But before this much desired condition 
of affairs can exist there is much to be 
done. We of Central and Northern Cali­ 
fornia, like Kip Van W inkle, have been 
asleep while our brethren in Southern Cali­ 
fornia have been laboring faithfully and 
energetically to succeed, and tbeir efforts 
have been crowned witii greater success 
than it was thought possible by any of ihe 
most sanguine of their number. They 
started in with a determination to win, anil 
did win, and why? Because all obstacles 
lying in their road were removed—none 
were permitted to remain to retard their 
progress to prosperity. Once the Fruit 
Union tried to get a footing there, but those 
people understood their interests too well 
to become its dupes, and they drove it front 
their territory. 
Unfortunately it found a 
footing here, and its shade hangs as a pull 
over our laud, darkens our view ; an ob­ 
struction in the way of one of the most 
beautiful visions in the world, sucli a one 
as tliis country in which we live could soon 
he made, were it not for the existence of 
the California Fruit Union. 
The speaker continued his rem arks in 
this direction, expressing the fear that the 
organization referred to would, if it re­ 
remained iu existence in its present form, 
prove a giant monopoly, and not for the 
benefit of any except a favored few. 


UENKRAL DISCUSSION. 
A general discussion, resimnsive to the 
address, followed the President's remarks, 
which, while all in good temper, was ani­ 
mated, and evinced a deep interest upon 
the part of all present. The Chairman 
called upon II. Weinstock, a Director, and 
member of the Executive Committee of the 
Fruit Union, who was in attendance, for 
' an expression of his views. Mr. Weinstock 
responded quite at length, stating that a 
year ago he strongly believed that the best 
method of disposing of our fruits was bv 
securing the right for all to ship in such 
quantities ami to such points as tliev de­ 
sired, and with transportation reduced to 
as low a rate as could be obtained. 
Since 
then he had visited all the fruit market 
centers of the East, and had come to the 
conclusion that a more systematic plan was 
necessary, which would prevent our fruits 
coming disastrously into competition with 
themselves in the Eastern markets. Pie 
thought the experience of last year also 
confirmed this necessity. 
Mr. Weinstock questioned J. T. C'orn- 
fonh. a leading dealer in California fruits 
at Denver, who was present, hut who de­ 
clined to take part in the discussion. He 
finally, however, replied to interrogations, 
but •' under protest,” as he said; the sub- 
staiice of his answers being that he did not 
regard the method of selling fruit on com­ 
mission as desirable to either the growers 
or the dealers, and th at-che most satisfactory 
plan was to ettcourage the increase of buy­ 
ers iu the home market. He was asked iiy 
Mr. W«instock it he was willing to come 
into the California markets and buy out­ 
right the fruits ho handled, and he replied 
that he was. provided fruits trere not at the 
same time shippoi to other Denver deal­ 
ers to be sold by them on comsjission. H e 
was willing to compete with slio th er deal­ 
ers who bought the fruit they handled. 
Cyrus Towle said lie was opposed to the 
concentration of fruits in the hamfe of a 
single organization, and favored tie in ­ 
crease of buyers iu the home market. 
C. W. Reed thought r.o plan could b*de- 
vUed by which our fruit could be ail di»- . 
poied of in one way. Eventually the que»- 1 
t\o« o f market for our fruits and" their sales ! 
would settle down under the usual princi-j 
pies of trade—the demand and supply— j 
and ttie m atter would adjust itself. " 
' 
J. C. ifogfis, of Placer, said that there I 
were four üqit-buying and shipping organ- | 
ig.itions at Se»'castle, and all fruit offered : 
found ready sal*. No one thought th ire cl ■ 
po! having a marips; for his fruit. 
( 
W. h. Strong fT D fe^d the view tlet- if 


the lowest obtainable rates for transporta­ 
tion were secured, so that all who desired 
to ship might do so, and all trammels we.e 
taken off, purchasers would be plentiful, 
increase in numbers, and all good fruit 
would soon find an acceptable market. In ­ 
stead of suspicions existing between grow­ 
ers and dealers, a bond of m utual co-opera­ 
tion should exist, which would inure to 
the benefit of both and increase the de­ 
mand for fruits and their prices. 
Joseph Holland did not wish the privi­ 
lege of shipping. 
He had tried that years 
ago, and prefers selling here at home if 
possible. 
G. H. Kerr heartily indorsed the address 
of Mr. Stephens, and does not like the 
course pursued by the Fruit Fnion and its 
Board of Directors. H e was not willing to 
consign fruit to be sold on commission. 
Thecourse taken by tlieUnion was inteuded 
to crush out all buyers and thus force 
growers to consign to it, or let fruit rot in 
the orchards. He thought the situation re­ 
quired the most watchful attention. 
John M. Belcher was utterly opposed to 
consigning fruit to be sold on commission, 
lie had never had confidence enough in 
the method to so dispose of any fruit, and 
he did not desire experiment in that direc­ 
tion. 
E. F. Aiken said he had been a fruit­ 
grower near this city for 35 years. He had 
shipped fruitquileextensively several years 
ago, and lost m any thousands of dollars in 
doing so. He did not want anything to do 
with the commission business in selling 
his fruit, but wanted to sell in his orchard 
or in the home market, and never had any 
difficulty to do so. 
At the close of the free discussion, which 
took a wide range at times, the association 
proceeded to the election of a new Board of 
Trustees, and the following -members were 
chosen : J. G. Boggs of Placer county, A. F. 
Abbott of Sutter county, 11. B. Blowers of 
Yolo county, Erskine Greer. 1Í. D. Steph­ 
ens, W. A. Briggs, H. K. Platte, Joseph 
Routier, and E. P. Figg. 
The meeting then adjourned.

Of Putnam 's Art Hand-Books wo have 
from G. P. Putnam ’s Sons. New York anil 
London, (A. L. Bancrolt & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco), a handsomely-printed work, “ Draw­ 
ing from Memory.” 
It is an exposition of 
the “ Cave Method” for learning to draw 
from memory, and is by Madame Marie 
Elizabeth Cave. It is translated front the 
fourth Paris edition, and corrected and en­ 
larged by the author. The Department of 
Public instruction of France ordered an 
inquiry into this system, and M. Deincroix 
reported upon it for the Commission ap­ 
pointed, indorsing the system, advising its 
adoption, and saying that by its aid draw­ 
ing will gain in greater utility from an in­ 
dustrial point of view. The Government 
therefore ordered its introduction into the 
academies of Donai and Caen.
